Washington, August 7.—(Special.)—It is 
now believed here that the hurried ship- 
ment yesterday of $10,000,000 in gold bul- 
.lion from the New York subtreasury to the 
Philadelphia mint for immediate coinage, 
presages another raid on the gold reserve. 
The Rothschild-Belmont bond syndicate 
bas abandoned the treasury and it is again 
at the mercy of the Wall street gold gam- 
blers. They can force another bond issue 
now as soon as they desire. 

The treasury officials realize the hope- 
lessness of the situation and the immediate 
coinage of the gold bullion shows that they 
expect the operation of the endless chain of 
drainage of gold by means of greenbacks 
and treasury notes—made redeemable in 
gold by President Cleveland’s orders—to re- 
commence.

ARGUMENT BEGUN 


To Satisfy Comptroller Bowles as to 
the Legality of the Bounty. 
Washington, August 7.—The extraordinary 
argument which began in the gffice of the 
comptroller of the treasury today was 
brought about by Mr. Bowles’s refusal to 
issue a warrant for about $12,600 in favor 
of the Oxnard Beet Sugar Company, of 
Nebraska, certified to by the auditor and 
the commissioner of internal revenue, and 
by the auditor sent to the comptroller for 
his action. Mr. Bowles was in doubt, upon 
looking into the case, of the constitution- 
ality of the appropriation to pay bounty 
on the crop of 18%, contained in the new 
tariff law, inasmuch as the court of ap- 
peals of‘ the District of Columbia had de- 
cided that bounties themselves were uncon- 
stitutioal and he notified the claimants 
that until he was satisfied of the propriety 
and legality of the law he should decline 
to issue the warrant and today was fixed 
for hearing arsument on the question. 
This determination of the compfroiler in- 
terested the cane sugar men of Louisiana 
far more than it did the beet sugar men of 
they had five millions at 
stake to about a quarter of a million by 
the Nebraskans.

THE MINES WILL BE OPENED AGAIN 


Blacks Are Hunting Those of Their Race 
Who Were Mobbed by the Italians. 
Their Homes Open To Them. 


Princeton, Ill, August 7.—The war on 
negroes by the Italians’ of Spring Valley 
has been declared off. The Spring Valley 
Coal Company will be permitted to resume 
operations and the negroes will return to 
their homes. This action was taken today 
at a mass meeting of all the white miners, 
which assembled in the public square.

Spring’ Valley would pledge their earnest 
support to all officers in the enforcement of 
the law.

CATHOLIC TEMPLARS IN SESSION, 


Archbishop Kyan, of Philadelphia, 
Talks on Femperance. 


New York, August 7.—The formal opening 
of the Catholic Total Abstinence Union of 
America took place this morning in Colum- 
bus — which will be the headquarters of 
the convention. When Father J. M. Cleary, 
who is general president of this organiza- 
tion, called the convention to order at 
9 o’clock about six hundred delegates were 
on hand. 

Father Callahan, of the Paulish church, 
opened the convention with prayer. Then 
the committee on credentials was appointed, 
J. Monahan was appointed  sergeant-at- 
arms and Walter Fitzmaurice, of Connecti- 
cut, and Marye Dooherty, of Pittsburg, 
wero appointed assistant secretari¢s. 

The delegates then marched to the 
cathedral, where a solemn pontifical mass 
was celebrated by Monsignor Satolli, Arch- 
bishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, preaching 
the sermon. 

Archbishop Ryan, of Philadelphia, in the 
ccurse of his sermon, said: 

“Modern temperance movements have 
been of two kinds—the purely humanitarian, 
having in view only the tenfporal advant- 
eges of body end mind to be attained by 
the practice of temperance, and using only 
human means for this purpose. Such move- 
ments have their mission, and Catholics 
Gught to stand with their fellow citizens 
in every effort for temporal amelioration.

“The second class of temperance move- 
ments is that to which the Catholic Total 
Abstinence Union cf America belongs,

ligious. 

“To effect great popular moral .reforms, 
the religious element in men, the con- 
science power within him must be ap- 
pealed to. Ycu cannot legislate him into 
morality. Morality requires sacrifice of 
selfishness ard sacrifice of selfishness re- 
quires a motive, and religion alone can fur- 
nish the adequate motive.

THE JAMAICA ORANGE CROP. 


The Boston Fruit Company Has Cor- 
nered the Crop. 
Jacksonville, Fla., August 7.—The British 
steamer Jason, Captain Frazier, will sail 
from here tomorrow for Jamaisa, carry-ng 
a eargo af orange box materni 
Many expert orange pickers and packers. 
These orange pickers and packers are 
the employes of Willams & Hubbard, of 
the Boston Fruit Company, w@ich has 
cornered the Jamaica orange crop for three 
years to come, or until they expect that 
the Florida trees will be :n bear‘tng con- 
dition again and knock out trust prices. 
A shrewd piece of business was done by 
The monied men of the fem 
and a business man thoroughly alive to 
every point of vantage hurried over to 
Jamaica immediateiy after the Florida 
freeze and secured leases of a large num- 
ber of bearing orange groves. These leases 
were obtained for a period of three years. 
The boxes on the Jason are his, and will 
be used in which to pack the first .part 
which will be ready for ship- 
ment in September. The beauty of the 
orange groves .n Jamaica is that they 
bear two crops’ a year, one in September 
and the other in March. They do not bear 
as prolifically at a time as the orange trees 
in Florida do, but in a year produce fuily 

as many oranges. 

There is now on board the Jason enough 
material to manufacture into 50,000 boxes. 
As soon as these are filled the Jason will 
come back for more. She will probably 
pring back on her return voyage the first 
shipment of Jamaica oranges, which, on ac- 
count of their earliness, ought to command 
fancy prices. 


MISS FLAGLER GIVES BAIL. 


The Sum Is Fixed at 810,000—She Is 
Released, 

Washington, August 7.—Miss BPlizcbeth 
M. Flagier, the daughter of General Flag- 
ler, chief of ordnance of the United States 
army owno accidentally killed Ernest 
Green, a colored boy of this city, last week, 
technically surrendered herself to the war- 
den of the district jail this afterndon to 
await the actéon of the grand jury. At 
the same time she appeared before Judge 
Cole, of the criminal court, and was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $10,000. 

When court had been formally opened, 
Assistant District Attorney Taggart stated 
that in view of the character of the finding 
of the coroner’s jury it would be necessary 
to submit the case to the grand jury. Miss 
Flagler’s attorney, Mr. Perry, remarked 
that while the verdict of the coroner's jury 
was not a complete exoneration of the 
crime, it was technically a finding for 
manslaughter. He added that his client 
was in court and ready to furnish bail in 
any sum that might be demanded. Judge 
Cole stated that he had read the evidence 
taken at the inquest; thut in his opinion 
the case was a bailable oné, and that 
$10,000 would bs sufficient. This was satis-

JAMES CLARK ASSASSINATED. 


He Was a Member of the Quantrell 
Gang During the War. 

Denver, Col., August 7.—James Clark, ex- 
towa marshal of Tellur:d, was assassinated 
there shortly after midnight this morning. 
In company with “Mexican Sam,’’ he was 
passing the Warwick restaurant on Main 
street when an unknown man sprang from 
hiding and leveling a winchester at Clark 
shot him in the breast. Clark Ived about 
half an hour, but never spoke. The assas- 
sin instantly disappeared in the ‘darkness. 

Although Cle7"k had many enemtes, politi- 
cal and otherwise, and was known as a 
desperate character, the cit'zenus are. in- 
censed at the cowardly act, and great ex- 
citement prevails in the town. The police 
have no clew. Clark was a member of 
the famove Quantrell band during the war, 
and later of the Jesse James gang. At the 
time of his death he was employed as a 
Denver and Rio Grande detective, and had 
previously been a deputy sheriff. He was 
an expert pistol shot, and was always 
armed. His relatives at Fulton, Mo., have 
been not/‘fied. 

Clark had been in the habit of carrying 
from $2,000 to $3,000 in a bekt upon ‘h‘s 
person. When searched after the shooting 
no money was found. This adds to the 
mystery of the case, as the killing was 
at first thought to have been done by po- 
tical enemies. 


THE DURRANT JURY. 


Attempts Have Been Made To Tamper 
with Some of the Jurors. 


San Francisco, Cal., August 7.—Just after 


the opening of court in the Durrant case 
this morning District Attorney Barnes and 
Mr. Dickenson, one of the attorneys for 
the defense. held a consultation with Judge 
Murphy, after which Mr. Barnes asked for 
an adjournment of the case. The attorneys 
for the defense concurred in the request, 


' Mr. Barnes said that certain circumstances 


had arisen which made it necessary to ask 
for the adjournment. Judge Murphy said 
he was opposed to any unnecessary delay, 
but he thought an adjournment was proper 
in view of what had been communicated to 
him. It is understood an attempt has been 
made to tamper with some of the jurors. 
Various sensational reports are in circu- 
lation, but nothing definite can be learned.

Brown, one of the 
jurors, arose during the proceedings and 
asked to make a statement. The court, 
however, declined to hear him until a more 
suitable time and an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow morning.

FIRE AT MERIDIAN. 


An Ice Factory and Feed Works Badly 
Damaged. : 

Meridian, Miss., August 7.—(Special.)—One 
of the most destructive fires that ever oc- 
curred in this city took place this after- 
noon. About 3:30 o’clock the old Jones 
house, at one time Meridian’s best hostlery, 
on the corner of Fifth street and Twenty- 
sixth avenue, caught fire from the roof. 
The fire was promptly extinguished with 
only slight damage. Hardly had the en- 
gine returned before another alarm was 
turned in. Thie time the plants of the 
John Kamper ice factory and Soule steam 
feed works, both in the same building, 
were on fire. The steam feed plant was al- 
most entirely destroyed and the ice factory 
wasbadly damaged. The latter concern was 
insured for $6,000 in Chicago companies. 
There was no insurance on the plant of 
the Soule steam feed works, which is vir- 
tually a total loss. The origin of the fire 
is unknown, but it is supposed that the 
Jones house caught from the ice factory. 


BURNED WHILE ASLEEP. 


Four Children Burned to Death and 
the Fifth Fatally Injured. 
Whitesburg, Ky., August 7.—News of a 
horrible accident reached’ here last night 
from Big Stone Gap, Va., on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, in which four 


, ehfidren were burnéd to death and their 


parents and another child fatally injured. 
Eli Hix, a laborer, went to his home near 
the spot while drunk, and not finding his 
wife and children at home went to an ad- 
joining cooking room and built a fire in 
the stove. While asleep on the floor fire 
caught from the stove and soon spread to 
a slesping room occupied by Mrs. Hix and 
five children, who were asleep. Four of 


the younger children were burned to a, 


crisp before the mother awoke. Although 
badly Wurned herself, she made her escape 
through a window and carried one of the 
children with her.

It is the wild boisterous 
dissipation of the reckless inebriate that 
works the greatest injury to the social con- 
dition of the masses. That extravagant 
form of the drink curse is rapidly dispused 
of, and the unhappy wretch sinkg into an 
untimely and dishonored grave. tis the 
habitual drinking habit among those who 
are chassed as moderate in their babits 
that works the greatest mischief in the lives 
of the people. This it is that drains the 
poor man’s purse and prevents the chiid of 
penury from obtaining the education which 
our progressive civilization affords. 

“It is not the sin of drunkenness alone 
that our grand organization is prepared to 
combat. Our far-reaching purpose is to aid 
in correcting the foolisn drinking customs 
of society, to make practices of total ab- 
stinence popular, and to brand with odium 
the indefensible and dangerous social cus- 
toms that are a stumbling block to the weak 
and temptation to all. The joyous acclaim 
to which the people of every class and crced 
greet our work today at its jubilee re- 
joicings is gratifying testimony to the suc- 
cess it has gained. 

“Our church has again and again voiced 
its convictions in no uncertain terms, There

Chattanooga, Tenn., August 7.—Gpecial.)

Captain Bascom Myrick Passed Away at 
1 O'Clock This Morning. 


WAS PROMINENT IN MIDDLE GEORGIA 


He Was Born in Liberty County—At One 
Time a Banker—Editor of the Amer- 
icus Times- Recorder. 


Americus, Ga,, August 8, 2 a, m.—(Special.) 
Captain Bascom Myrick, editor of The 
Times-Recorder, died at 1 o’ciock this mora- 
ing. He was stricken three weeks ago and 
had been critically ill almcst all that time. 

Captain Myrick was born in Liberty 
county, Georgia, in May, 1851. He is the 
only son of Rev. D, J. Myrick, a well 
known minister of Georgia, and up to 
young manhood resided with him in many 
Places throughout the _ state, Bascom 
Myrick was educated at Emory college, 
graduating in 1870. Among his classmates

were Emmett Womack, Henry Perry, Hal 
Lewis and other prominent Georgians. In 
1871 .Captain ‘Myrick moved to Forsyth, 
where, for ten years, he did a successful 
banking business. In 1875 he was wedded 
to Miss Marie Louise Scudder, of Shelby- 
ville, Tenn. One son, Shelby Myrick, a 
manly youth of seventeen, blessed their 
union, 

Captain Myrick moved to Americus in 
1884 and engaged first in the cotton com- 
press business. He built the first press in 
southwest Georgia and by his superior en- 
ergy did much to facilitate successful cot- 
ton shipments from the interior. He was 
a man of the highest moral and intellectual 
culture, a genial, elegant gentleman, and 
his death will be deeply deplored in Amer- 
icus and throughout southwest Georgia, 
where, as editor of The Americus Times- 
Recorder, he has wielded a great influence 
for good and made a reputation second to 
none. No man in Americus ‘was more uni- 
versally respected and beloved. 

His son, Shelby Myrick, is seriously ill 
with measles, though his condition points 
to an early recovery.

HE’S TAKING NOTES. 


A Cotton Expert Making a Tour of 
the South. 

Columbus, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)—Mr. 
James L. Watkins, cotton statistician in the 
agsicultural department at Washington, 
D. C., is in Columbus en route to Atlanta, 
where he goes on business connected with 
his work in the government service. Mr. 
Watkins is on a business tour through the 
south, and has been looking after the cot- 
ton interests in this section. He was the 
compiler of the very interesting statement 
recently issued from the agricultural de- 
partment, which was published in the press 
dispatches a week or two ago, giving sta- 
tistics and prices in regard to cotton for 
the past 100 years, a statement which has 
attracted a great deal of attention through- 
out the country.

At the instance and request 
of Judge Harris she came to Athens to live 
ut his home and her duties there were to 
look after all household affairs and every- 
thing pertaining to his comfort and enjoy-— 
ment. 

‘Tne petition alleges that tLis work was of 
the most arduous and confining nature, eé- 
pecially during the last few years of Judge 
Harris’s life, due to the greet age and in- 
firmity of Judge Harris.

MR. SMITH ENTHUSIASTIC. 


He Thinks the South Is on the Road to 
Increased Prosperity. 
Baltimore, Md., August 7.—Hon. Hoke 
Smith, secretary of the interior, in an in- 
terview with The Manufacturers’ Record 
in regard to the business outlook of the 
south based on investigations during his 

recent trip, says: 

“T have never seen the south look so pros- 
perous, especially Georgia. Hard times are 
rapidly becoming extinct, and I believe that 
the southern states are moving on to the 
most prosperous epoch in their history. 
Georgia farmers will have this year better 
corn crops and raise more meat than ever 
pefore. It is safe to say that the food supply 
o£ that state if properly distributed will 
be sufficient for two years’ consumption. 

“Cotton is sufficiently advanced to insure 
a good crop, and while Texas is behind 
in probable production, Georgia and adjoin- 
ing states will furnish an average yield.”’ 

The secretary is enthusiastic over the 
signs of prosperity among the fruit growers 
of Georgia. “More peaches,”’ he said, “have 
been raised and marketed than ever before 
in the history of the state, They are large 
and juicy, and in the eastern markets have 
almost entirely supplanted California 
peaches, The watermelon crop, too, was a 
tremendous one and in most parts of the 
state a profitable one. Grape growing is 
also making rapid progress.” 

Secretary Smith says he believes that the 
industrial boom in the south which was 
temporarily set back by the panic is on 
again. Cotton manufacturing was never 
more successful in the south than it is to- 
day, and all through the cotton belt new 
mills are being erected and old mills are 
being enlarged. Much of this is being done 
by home capital, although New England 
people are making large investments in cot- 
ton manufacturing companies in the south. 
In the iron district of Alabama a number 
of new furnaces have recently gone into 
blast and the workmen in that section are 
now fully employed and many of them at 
increased wages. All over the south the 
demand for labor is constantly increasing 
and at good prices, Conditions were never 
better for a return of prosperity unex- 
ampled in the history of that section. “If 
our people continue in their present con-

What He Said with Reference To His 
Boom for the Presidency. 


SAYS HILL HAS NOT GIVEN UP THE PLUM 


Intimates They Is a Scheme on the Part 
of David B. To Turn the Byes of 
the People to the W est. 


A presidential boom centered in Atlanta 
yesterday. 

While Colonel William R. Morrison sat as 
commissioner and listened to the tedious 
testimony regarding fruit rates, his name 
Was heraided throughout the north and 
west as tLe man who will don Grover’s 
toga in the year 1896. 

lt was not until he was informed by a 
representative of The Constitution, just af- 
ter the adjournment of the session, that he 
hnew of the announcement that he had 
been nemed by eastern democrats headed 
by Senator Vavid B. Hill and the Chicago 
Cailtes as probable presidential timber. 

He looked up quietly in pleasant sur- 
prise. 

“Ah! They're firing at me, are they? 
Well, now, I had never thought of myself 
as president. I see—Hill is a man of 
shrewd parts. Wants a western man, docs 
he, and wants that man to be me? He 
hopes to Keep the peuple guessing until he 
can combine his forces and march out with 
a strong front.’’ 

Then Colonel Morrison went on to dis- 
cuss the general condition of the country 
and show that it was too far off to specu- 
late with any degree of certainty in regard 
tv the presidency. 

His Home Hoom, 

The Morrison boom struck Illinois after 
his departure for Georgia and the com- 
missioner has been in Atlanta during ths 
aweep of nis tidal wave over the west. 

Before this his name has been casually 
mentioned in conrection with the campaign 
ef 1896, but it had taken no decisive turn 
until the etatement credited to Senator 
Hill «came out that the den.ocrats should 
nominate a western trran and that William 
R. Merrison measured rp to all demands 
of democracy. 

This remark is said to have been mace 
by Senator Hill a few days ago in the 
presence of a number of: politicians dur- 
ing a discussion of the coming campaign 
and the probable candidates. It is said 
that Mr. Hill explained his remark that 
a western man is necessary for the reason 
that under the present mangled condition 
of the New York democracy and because of 
other conditions it would be impossible for 
Craw the clashing forces together and unify 
them in sentiment. No man, he said, trom 
New Ycrk tnder existing concitions could 
craw out the entire democratic vote. 

This general claim is made in regard to 
the political conditions in the empire state, 
that the antagonism of the factions there 
is too marked to hope for reconciliation 
through the naming of any one man from 
that state as a candidate for president. 
‘It: is reported that Senator Hiil is con- 
vineed of the fact that neither he nor 
Mr. Whitney could hope to accomplish this 
and as for himself he has determined to 
abandon all hope for the presidential ::omi- 
nation and bide his time until a more con- 
venient season. With this realization of 
the sitvetion in view, Mr. Hill has reached 
the conclusion, so it is said, that a western 
man is the only sciution to the question of 
bringing out the full and undivided vote of 
his state in spite of the claim of some of 
his confreres that NeW ork could easily 
Unite upon Whitney or Lamont. 

Stirred Up His Supporters. 

This boom of Mr. Morrison has taken 
definite shape among politicians ‘of the 
weet. With reference to his candidacy in 
an interview in The Times-Herald, one of 
his foremost friends is reported as saying: 

“While of course my evidence will be en- 
tirely partisan and upon one side,” said 
this man today, “I can bear witness to the 
fact that William R. Morriso.a is’ right at 
the front in the race for the presidential 
nomination. Senator Hill is not the only 
democratic leader who believes that the. 
nominee of the party should hail from the 
west nor is he alone in the belief that Mr. 
Morrison is the most available westerner in 
‘tthe party. He is the man who can solidify 
the west and command the support of the 
solid south. At the same time his record 
is such as to command the ccnfidence of the 
east. Mr. Morrison is pre-eminently a sound 
money man. He never cast a vote for free 
coinage while in congress, and his unvary- 
ing course was directly in ine with the 
soundest financial policies at all times. 
Not a particle cf evidence can ever be 
produced to connect him with financial 
heresies of any nature from the days of 
greenbackism to the present time. 

“It has been charged that he ‘dodged’ the 
financial issue in Illinois this summer when 
he should have been on the side of sound 
money, That charge is an injustice and 
cannot be truthfully said against him or 
Sustained by fact. When he went to Iili- 
nois last spring to look into the political 
situation there resultant from the free 
silver convention he found that the admin- 
istration people and the sound money men 
had resolved rot to make a fight, They had 
Siven up at the very outset aud determined 
to let the matter go by default, reserving 
their opposition until next year, when a 
vital issue would be presented, In view of 
this fact, and that the administration would 
mot raise a hand to help itself, Mr. Mor- 
rison d'd not feel called upon to undertake 
& campaign by himself, so he simply fol- 
lowed the lead of men who were managing 
the sound money interests and kept quiet. 
There is no question as to Mr. Morrison se- 
curing the solid [llinois delegation in the 
mext convention. The state convention will 
not declare for free coinage, but will take 
@ Stand for sound money and Morr:son, 
and he will go into the national convention 
with a good plank to stand upon and a big 
and powerful delegation behind him. 

Mr. Morrison has always been popular in 
the south. He was one of the first men 
to extend the hand of welcome and tel- 
lowship to the men who came to congress 
from the south after the war, and they 
have not forgotten what he rendered the 
south when she had few friends of infiu- 
ence and a house packed with bitter and 
unrelenting enemies, His name is a house- 
hold word amohg southern politicians. It 
was Mr. Morrison who diverted the atten- 
tion of the country from sectionalism to the 
tariff, drawing the fire of the enemy from 
democracy’s Weak spot and raising a new 
issue to occupy the minds ef the people 
and give the democrats a fighting ground. 
He saw his party would bé kept down for 
years by the weight of sectiénal opinion, 
smothered in the folds of the ‘bloody shirt,’ 
and he devised the tariff diversion. po- 
eee the tariff will be acceptable to 
the dean, "ai Te referm in that lime.

There was an 
effort also at modest embarrassment when 
he learned of his hoom. 

“I had never thought of myself just ex- 
actly in such a position,” he said, ‘They 
are shooting at random, If you ask me 
whet I think, I do not hesitate :o say that 
a& Western man would te a jotent factor 
toward combining the estranged ¢!cments of 
the democratic party. A western man with 
the interests of the south at heart is the 
sclution of this question. I say this with no 
personal motive or selfish interest, for the 
thenght of securing the presidency is far 
removed from me at present. 

“The idea of Senator Ifill is not bad. I 
agree with him in the theory that the best 
aims of the party can be accomplished and 
that there is more hope for success in demo- 
cratic ranks shculd a strong man from the 
west be agreed upon." 


It Was a Subterfuge. 

In what he said Colonel Morrison intimat- 
ed that he thought Senator ciill was at- 
tempting to rugh off a kind of subterfuge 
by holding up a man from the west to 
notice, and staying the eentiment in New 
York until he could get his torces fixed. 
Senator Hill and Colone)] Morrison have al- 
Ways been on friendly terms, ‘“‘Mr. Hill 
wants the presidency himself,” said Colonel 
Morrison. His tone and manner said: “lI 
fear Hill has an eye for his own good. When 
the time comes and all conditions are ripe 
he will appear in all his glory. Just now he 
wants the New Yorkers to put on the scft 
pedal when it comes tc his name in order 
that he may set his traps. He hopes to 
turn attention from Whitney or Lamont or 
from Cleveland, too, for that matter, Ixfore 
the sentimert of the east becomes crystal- 
lized. This once accomplished Mr. Hill 
could maneuver with immunity and unob- 
served could accomplish much toward 
clinching his own campaign, 

“Candidly, I say that it ts too far off to 
speak definitely in regard to the presidency. 
For the party and its success I have the 
most sanguine hopes in spite of the gen- 
eral disorder. I think that today the par- 
ty is as strong as it wus four years ago 
afd when the call comes it will present a 
solid phalanx to the enemy.” 

Shy on Money Talk. 

Colonel Morrison deposited a small grip 
on the seat of the car and pulled out his 
glasses to read again the statement of 
Senator Hill. 

I asked his position in regard to the 
financial question. “I do not care to talk 
about it,”” he said, ‘I think there has been 
too much talk on this question. There is 
a question I consider of equal importance 
which has been seemingly lost sight of in 
this scramble over silver and gold. 

“My position, however, is well known. 
I believe in sound money.” 

Way Hill Did It. 

Colonel Morrison referred to the silver 
sentiment in the south and west. The fact 
that Hill had mentioned him for president, 
however, seemed uppermost in his mind, 
and he apparently could not disabuse it of 
the thought that there was a selfish motive 
behind the announcement of the New York 
senator. 

“Mr. Hill is very kind. His consideration 
calls for appreciation from me. I wish Mr. 
Hill well. I hope that his plan will mate- 
rialize."’ 

Colonel Morrison left for Piedmont, Ala., 
where the next session of the railway com- 
mission will be held. 
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TO BUILD A ROAD. 


The County Commissioners Will Give 
Oak Grove a New Highway. 


At a meeting of the county commissioners 
yesterday it was decided that a new road 
wceculd be opened in the Oak Grove district. 
This road will tap the Rcswell road at 
the elevern-mile post and will make a close 
eut to the Long Island road, making a 
saving of about one mile and a half. This 
road has bcen needed for some time, so: 
the residents of Oak Grove say, but has 
never been ordered built on account of 
the opposition that the movement has re- 
ceived from certain quarters. 

At the meeting yesterday many were 
present who opposed the opening of the 
road, and it was quite a breezy little de- 
bate that the two opposing sides entered 
into. The matter was finally decided by 
the adoption and passing of resolutions al- 
lowing the road to be constructed. It was 
claimed that the old road that is now be- 
ing used is very hilly and is much longer 
than it: should be, and that the new road 
will be comparatively level and will be 
much shorter. 

Mr. Walter Brown stated to the meeting 
that he did not think that the roads of 
the county were posted well enou:th, and 
that on account of the absence of the 
woards it was very likely that travelers 
wuuid take the wrong road, which would 
be a matter of great ‘nconvenience. He 
wanted the co:mnmissioners to make ar- 
rangements for the better posting of the 
roads and thought that this work should 
be done at once, cr just as scon as practi- 
cable. 

The bridges of Bryant's district will be 
fiven better attention. It was reported at 
the meeting that the bridges were not 
safe and most of them needed _ repairs 
and attention. On motion of Commissioner 
Adair the matter was referred to the 
bridge committee with power to act. 

A petition from H. P. Grant, Cc. A. 
Wheeler and others was read asking that 
damages b> allowed them for the work 
that had been done on Bleckley and Pied- 
mont avenues in front of their residences. 
They claimed that the streets had been 
graded lower and that their property had 
been demaged. The matter was referred 
to the proper committee with power to 
act. 

Mr. W. P. Shearer was elected to fill a 
vacancy on the board of examiners of sta- 
tictiary engineers. 

Mr. Spalding called attention to the 
rumber of fakirs who have invaded the 
city and exposition grounds. Mr. Rrown 
thought that wells should be dug on the 
county roads and that drinking fountains 
should be established. The matter was re- 
ferred to Mr. Brown’s committee. 

Mr. Brown was instructed to have placed 
in the almshouse a telephone for three 
years at a cost of $100 per annum.

They Toll of the Great Expense in 
Handling Georgia Peaches. 


MA, BALDWIN AND MR, HAAS TESTIFY 


They Assert Thatthe Ratiroads Are Trying 
To Encourage Fruit Growing io 
Georgia—Otber Railroad News. 


Con missioners Morrison and Clements 
continued the hearing in the case of the 
fruit growers of ‘3c0rgia against the rail- 
roads yesterday on behalf of the interstate 
commerce commission. 

The members of the etate railroad com- 
mission were present during the hearing. 

The railroads had the day and put up 
many witnessey to prove that the expense 
of hauling peaches to the eastern markets 
was too great to permit of a reduction of 
the rates. 

Mr, H. C, Hanson, chief clerk of the traf- 
fic department of the Central, was put on 
the stand and testified that he has been sent 
over the country where fruit growers were 
interested in the shipment of peaches. He 
testified that he had learned that the rates 
to the east from Georgia were lower than 
the rates from apy other section of the 
<ountry to any market, excepting, perhaps, ' 
the rate from Texas points to the Chicago 
market. 

It was shown by the railroads that this 
rate is made from a section where very 
few peaches are shipped from season to 
season, and that even then the crop is per-~- 
haps shipped in competition with the Mis- 
sissippi river rates and shipped in venti- 
lated cars, 

The testimony of Mr. W. H, Baldwin, 
third vice president of the Southern rail- 
way, and that of Mr. Sol Haas, assistant 
to the president of the Southern, was un- 
questionably the strongest testimony that 
has been rendered by the railroads as to 
the expense of hauling peaches, ; 

Mr. Baldwin, who ts a man noted ior his 
sincerity and frankness in all matters, tes- 
tifled that the Southern railway had gone 
into the handling of the fruit business from 
Georgia this year with the purpose to make 
the fruit business in the south a success, 
regardless of the expense to the Southern, 
The Southern, he said, had turned over 
its lines from Atlanta and the Georgia 
points to Washington entirely to the super- 
intendents of the system with the instruc- 
tions that they make the fruit growing bus- 
iness a success. He stated that they had 
taken from their regular passenger service 
the ten-wheel engines to haul the cars of 
peaches on quick time. They had made 
their regular time on these cars to Wash- 
ington very’ much quicker than on other 
freight, frequently nauling one, two and 
three cars at a time with a single engine to 
make the time desired to Alexandria, In 
many instances he claimed that the South- 
ern had made the time nineteen hours to 
Washington, the same time made by their 
best passenger train. 

He said that the only delays that had 
been made were. by the shippers in getting 
the cars ready for shipment. This required 
additional icing for refrigeration. 

Even with these delays ae saia the South- 
ern would run the peach cars into New 
York on a fifty hour schedule. This, of 
course, brought on much expense, There 
was re-handling and shifting at every turn 
along the road and re-icing. 

The average number of peach cars to 
the train shipped by the Southern, he 
stated, was small, only amounting to six 
Cars on the train for an average this sea- 
son. He showed that these cars would 
have to be hauled back empty, thus making 
a mileage of 1,500 miles, making a@ far 
less schedule of earnings than On any, 
other business done by any railroad jn the 
south. According ‘to His statements the 


actually as the rate on cotton, coal tar 
and other commodities of traffic in’ spite 
of this vast expense of extra service, 

He stated that the average earnings to 
any railroad on all business must be no 
less than from $1.25 to $1.50 per train mile 
for any freight train, whether the cars be 
empty or loaded. On the contrary, in the 
case of the peach trains, averaging only 
six cars, the earnings were only 35 cents 
per train mile. 

This showed up wondeffully the cause 
of the railroads in the matter of expenses 
in shipping fgruit. Turning to the com- 
missioners, MY. Baldwin stated with great 
earnestness that the rates on peaches, con- 
sidering the service that is given, are such 
as ought to encourge the fruit-growing 
business in. any section, He stated that 
the roads might give an inferior service 
for less money. but he could mot see how 
they could give such a service as they are 
ziving for less. 

He stated that the Southern had deter- 
mined against the advice of the traffic 
men to do all that could be done this year 
to make the fruit business a suc¢ess and 
he for one considered it nothing short of 
cruelty for the roads to mke such appeals 
in consideration of the efforts that had 
been strained for them by the Southern 
to undertake such a pleading as set forth 
in the charges of the case at issue. 

Mr. Baldwin's testimony was a strong 
presentation of the railroads’ side of the 
case. 

Mr. Haas on the Stand. 

Mr. Sol Haas was another witness who 
made a forceful statement for the rail- 
roads. 

Without any effort to strain the case at 
all and in a manner of perfect sincerity 
and business-like methods he showed that 
the present rates were most reasonable 
from a shipper’s standpoint. 

He said the railroads could easily give 
an inferior service to the peach growers 
at @ lower charge, but he did not see from 
his experience as a railroad man how they 
could give the same excellent service at the 
rate of $130 per car, which is demanded by 
the peach growers through the Georgia 
railroad commission. ; 

He went quite into the detail of the 
case and showed how the expenses were 
piled up against the railroads in the ship-

Before the adjournment of the session 
Mr. W. 8. Chisholm, of Savannah, repre- 
senting the Plant system and the Atlantic 
Coast line, arose and asked for a dism‘ssal 
of the case against the Plant lines, the 
Atlantic Coast line and the Baltimore and 
Ohio, on the ground that these-roads did 
not haVe a compact for traffic handling as 
alleged in the compla‘nt. The attorney gen- 
eral stated that he would amend the case 
80 as to strike out the ‘Baltimore and Ohio 
and insert the Pennsylvania, but Mr. 
Chisholm held to the point that the charge 
could be amended by striking out any lines 
but not by inserting other parties. The 
point was held valid by Commissioner 
Morrison and the case was orde-ed dis- 
missed. 

,Just before the commissioners adjourned 
Attorney General Joe Terrell stated that he 
had a crate of fine Elberta peaches sent to 
the commissioners with the compliments 
of Loring Neufville. They were greatly en- 
joyed by all present after the session was 
adjourned. 

The case has proved a very interesting 
ene, and the hear:ng of the arguments will 
be particularly interesting to ail concerned. | 
The case will probably not be decided be- 
fore next year’s crop of peaches comes on. 


WHO WILL BE COMMISSIONER?

Ne Election Will Probably Take Place 
at the New York Meeting. 

The postponed meeting of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association to be 
held on the 13th instant at Manhattan 
Beach, will probably not take up ghe elec- 
tion of a commissioner to succeed Major 
E, B. Stahiman, 

It is thought that the election will be 
postponed and it is said that not until it is 
definitely Known what lines will become 
members of the association under the new 
agreement will there be an election to 
choose the commissioner for the next term. 
‘As a matter of fact, there seems to be a 
great deal of doubt in the minds of the old 
members of the association whether there 
will be many changes in the new egreement 
after all. It is known that the meeting at 
Asheville resulted in some very liberal con- 
cessions to the opposing factions, nieaning 
such lines as the Seaboard Air-Line. At the 
Asheville meeting it was agreed -yv give the 
Seaboard all that ® asked in the vay of 
changes in the present agreement except 
the right to pull out of the association on 
sixty days’ notice. The old rule has been 
that when a line signed the agreement of\the 
association it had to remain under the 
agreement for one year. Mr. St. John avked 
that the roads be allowed to withdraw on 
sixty days’ notice. The old members agreed 
at Asheville to a compromise of the ques- 
tion allowing any road to withdraw of six 
months’ notice. This was the only ques- 
tion left in dispute at the Asheville meet- 
ing, but it is likély that this one question 
may bring up the entire agreement again at 
Manhattan Beach unless the Seaboard peo- 
ple agree to the six months’ limitation. 

if the whole agreement is taken up again 
for adjustment it is thought that it will be 
placed back at the standard of restriction 
that it has had in the past. This, of course, 
wotld mean that the association would be 
regwardiess of the Seaboard Air-Line, and 
then would be presented quite a different 
coriMdition as to the commissionership. Thus, 
ttamay be seen the question of who will be 
éommissioner is by no means decided as 
yet. Not until it is decided what lines will 
come into the association will arvthing 
definite be known as-to the nanner of man 
the roads that join the reorganization will 
went as commissioner. 

No new names have latciy been heard in 
connection with the commissionersiip, It 
‘is thought that John M. Culp, traffic man- 
ager of the Southern, could get the place 
if he wanted it, but it is known that he does 
not want it, and that seems to settle it so 
far as he is concerned, The name of T. 
M. FEmerson, traffic manager of the At- 
lantic Ccast Line, has been mentioned, but 
it is known that he is not incliged‘to ac- 
cept such an office. 

Commitsioner W,. W. Finley, of the South. 
ern States Passcnger Associaiton, declares 
positively that he ts not a “andidate for 
the place, but it is believed by many of the 
most prominent railroad men of the south 
that he will, notwithstanding this, be given 
a chance ts accept or refuse it when the 
members come to an election of Major 
Stahlman’s successor. There !8 2 great deal 
of interest in the matter «nd the meting 
at Manhattan Beach wiil be watched with 
a great deal of interest by the southern 
railroad world.

The Fitzsimmons-Corbett Mill bs Now 
an Assured Fact. 


AN ATLANTA MAN JUST FROM DALLAS 


Tells of the Work That Is Being Done. 
A Plat Will Be on Exhibition 
at the “Midway.” 


An architectural design of the great am- 
phitheater in which the Fitzsimmons-Cor- 
bett fight is to take place in Dallas, Tex., 
is now traveling in a mail bag —e 
that Texas city and Atlanta. 

The design shows one of the largest ani 
most ccmplete buildings ever erected in 
the south—a building which will give an 
actual Seating capacity of nearly fifty thou- 
sand people. 

And while the design presents the exte- 
rior of the great house in which the big 
battle is to be fought, it carries with it a 
diagram of the Mmterior construction, show- 
ing how the seats are to be arranged and 
where the points of vantage for a fine ob- 
servation of the fistic contest are located. 

Through one of the leading citizens cf 
Atlanta the advance presentation of the 
building comes, and with it comes a lotter 
declaring in the most positive terms that 
the great fight will take place on the day 
scheculed—October 3ist. The letter is from 
a@ prominent citizen of the Texas city, a 
gentieman who ts ‘horoughly posted on the 
situation and is in position to know what 
he writes to be correct. So far but few 
of these photographic advances--for that 
is what they may be called—have been giv- 
en out by the Flor’da Athletic Club, whose 
Offices. are now located in Dallas, and it 
was through the personal request of the 
Atlantian that one of them is now en route 
to the Gate City of the South. In the let- 
ter from the Dallas gentleman advising 
his Atlanta friend that the design would 
be mailed in time to reach Atlanta the last 
of this week, the declaration is made that 
the fight will beyond all doubt take place. 
It is a letter, too, which contains a great 
deal of information about the fight, but 
the Atlantian, fearing that his name might 
be brought into the matter, declines to al- 
low its publication. So careful was he 
about it that after showing it to a friend 
or two he burned it. But to a few close 
friends he has talked quite freely about 
the matter. 

“T have been in Dallas for some time,” 
he said yesterday, “and I know that the 
people in that city have no doubt about 
the fight taking place. In fact, there is 
little doubt at any point in the state about 
the fight. True, there are those who ob- 
ject to it and are doing all they can to pre- 
vent the battle, but I am of the opinion 
that it is a hopeless fight they are leading, 
As I have seen the situation out there, I 
cannot find it possible to think the fight 
will not take place. 

“Now, I happen to know the president 
of the Florida Athletic Club, the club which 
will bring off the fight, and I know that he 
cave the matter a careful consideration be- 
fore he went into the play. Mr. Stuart is 
well known and his promises are worth a 
hurdred cents on the dollar anywhere they 
are placed. I happen to knyw that he gave 
the matter the most thorough consideration 
when he entered the contest field. He is a 
very careful and conservative man and the 
first thing he did was to ask the leading 
attorneys of Dallas for an opinion. Then 
he did nothing until’ those opinions came to 
him, and upon these opinions he became 
the judge. Not satisfied with the favorable 
opinicns given by the Dallas bar, he sought 


Tyndall, the Mind Reader, Proposes 
To Be Buried for Ten Days. 
Santa Barbara, Cal., August 7.—Alexander 
McIver Tyndall, the mind reader, proposes 
to undertake a feat never before attempted 
in this country. This is to be buried alive 
for ten days, at the expiration of which 
period he promises to rise from the grave. 
Tyndall's proposal is to be placed in a 
hermetically sealed casket, being first cov- 
ered with clarified butter, called by Hast 
Indians ‘“‘gee,”’ sealing all the pores of the 
body, eyes, mouth, ears and nostrils. This 
work is to ke performed under the eyes 
of prominent physicians. Tyndall is es- 
pecially anxious to secure the supervision 
of Dr. Hall. The casket is then to be 
placed six feet under ground, covered with, 
earth, and grass seed is to be planted and 
permitted to spring above. Trusted men 
are to keep guard over it day and night. 
At the expiration of the tenth day it shall 
be disinterred and opened in the presence 
of physicians who had witnessed the in- 
terment. The experiment is modeled after 
the feats performed by an East Indian 
sect.

They will see 
that excursions are run to bring people 
from the Atlantic coast, as well as from 
the northern states, A similar proposal 
was made by Tyndall to the world’s fair 
managers, but it was declined.

An Eye-Opener. 
From The Farmers’ Voice. 

The money changers of Evrope, under 
present conditions have every nation of 
the world by the throat. Théy have their 
enormous capital in such shape that they 
can command it at a moment’s notice. It 
is estimated generally that the cash money 
of the world is only about $7,000,000,000. If 
that is correct then it can readily be seen 
that men like the Rothschilds, the usurers 
of the world, can readily corner all the 
cash and practically own all the wealth in 
the world. A recent writer thinks that 
$7,000,000,000 is entirely too low an estimate, 
and from most excellent facilities for form- 
ing a correct opinion, expresses the belief 
that the cash and money value of gold

If the “money of the 
worla”’ is seven times greater in amount 
than it is usually estimated, and European 
shylocks own it, Europe still has the bulge 
on us, and yet there exists in this coun- 
try the marvelous. stupidity that thinks 
we should not declare our independence of 
European financial methods. These Euro- 
pean money loaners grow fat on the ne- 
cessities of nations. They have agents at 
all points watching for opportunities to 
suck the heart’s blood from the people and 
the world’s industries. They can produce 
a panic whenever they like, and they do it 
as often as there is profit in doing it; and 
the reign of such a cutthroat oligarchy 
simply means universal bankruptcy in time. 
Better, a thousand times better, for this 
country to build a wall about itself, and 
live within itself, using even chips or corn 
cobs as a medium of exchange, than to go 
steadily on pouring out its life for the en- 
richment of these shylocks with ruin at 
last as the reward for its servility to for- 
eign greed.

Should such 
uncertain states as Iowa find it con- 
venient to declare through their demo- 
cratic voters in favor of the British 
gold standard, in the hope of receiving 
a substantial contribution for campaign 
purposes from the east, there would be a 
howl of joy from all the goldbug and 
cuckoo organs of the country. and vet 
Iowa has not cast a democratic electoral 
vote since the war. 

But now when three solidly democratic 
States speak for the restoration of sil- 
ver the joy of the organs will be turned 
into lamentation. 

tight here the question arises, how 
can the democrats of other states afford 
to alienate the democrats of\such states 
as Texas, Mississippi and Missouri?

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The Whys and the Wherefores.

Is not Cleve- 
land the same? Has not change 
been in your views?’ 

This brings up interesting re- 
miniscences, and it emphasizes, also, the 
fact that a great many intelligent people 
in this country are inclined to merge 
the cause in the man, mistake the 
person for,.the principle. In carrying 
out the plans and purposes of the demo- 
cratic party men are but instruments 
and tools. The question is not, who is 
the man? but, what the man pro- 
to do? There is nothing more in- 
Significant in polities than the mere per- 
sonality of candidates. Character 
stands for something because it stands 
for integrity, and integrity in polities 
means that the individual who is sup- 
posed to represent the party has the 
courage of his convictions, and proposes 
to carry out in good faith the principles 
which his party advocates and demands. 

The Constitution was for Mr. Cleve- 
land in 1884 and 1888 because up to that 
time he had enunciated nothing but dem- 
ocratie views. 

On the 18th day of August, 1884, Mr. 
Cleveland wrote a letter accepting the 
democratic nomination for the office of 
president. In that letter he declared: 

When we consider the patronage of this 
great office, the allurements of power, the 
temptations to retain public place once 
gained, and, more than all, the availability 
a perty finds in an incumbent whom 4a 
horde of officeholders, with a zeal born of 
benefits received and fostered by the hope 
of favors to come, stand ready to aid 
with money and trained political service, 
we recognize in the eligibility of the pres- 
ident for re-election a most serious dan- 
ger to that calm, deliberate and intelligent 
political action which must characterize 
a government by the people. 

These were democratic sentiments, 
and they were followed two years later 
by a declaration warning “all / office 
holders under the general government 
against the use of their official positions 
in attempts to control political move- 
ments in their localities.” This was in 
the shape of an order heads of de- 
partments, and in the course of it Mr. 
Cleveland made the following observa- 
tions that are as true now as they were 
ther: 

Office holders are the agents of the peo- 
ple, not their masters. Not only are their 
time and labor due to the government, but 
they should scrupulously avoid, in their 
political action as well as in their official 
duty, offending by a display eof obtrusive 
partisanship, their neighbors who have re- 
Jations with them as public officials. * * * 
They have no right as office holders to 
dictate the political action of their party 
associates, or to throttle freedom .of 
action within party lines, by methods and 
practices which pervert every useful and 
justifiable purpose of party organization. 

The influence of federal office holders 
Should not be felt in their manipulations 
of political primary meetings and nomi- 
nating conventions. The use by these offi- 
Clals of their positions to compass their 
selection as delegates to political conven- 
tions is indecent and unfair, and proper 
regard for the proprieties and requirements 
of official place will also prevent their as- 
suming the active conduct of political 
campaigns, 

Tus would seem to be final on the 
subject, but in the year 1895, with Mr. 
Cieveland as president, we behold the 
beautiful spectacle of some of the high- 
est officiais of the federal government 
betraying “pernicious activity” in their 
efforts to use their personal and official 
influence in behalf of a scheme against 
which the democratic party has declared 
in every safely democratic state in the 
union. There is not a solid democratic 
State in the republic that has not de- 
Clared against. the demonetization of sil- 
ver by the republicans, and yet promi- 
hent members of Mr. Cleyeland’s cabinet 
are parading about the country endeay- 
oring to convince the honest voters that 
this scheme of republican robbery is 
right and that opposition to it is wrong. 

More than this, we haye the formal 
notice served on federal officials by Mr. 
Cleveland himself that those who are 
in favor of the democratic policy of the 
restoration of silver cannot expect to 
retain their positions. Going back to 
Mr. Cleveland’s acceptance.of the demo- 
cratic nomination in 1888, we find him 
making this declaration in regard to the 
consequences of retaining in the treas- 
ury the surplus that was on hand at the 
close of his administration: 


This vast accumulation or idle funds rep- 
resents that much money drawn from the 
circulating medium of the country which |

things are stimulated by an abundant vol- 
ume of circulating medium. Even (the 
harvested grain of the farmer remains 
without a market unless money is forth- 
coming for its movement and transporta- 
tion to the seaboard, 

The careful reader will be surprised 
to see that ip this declaration, written 
on the Sth of September, 1888, Mr. 
Cleveland fully and completely admits 
the contention of the bimetallists that 
a contracted currency hurts business, 
destroys enterprise and “produces an 
absolute and enforced stoppage of em- 
ployment and wages.” 

Nevertheless, he turns away with con- 
tempt from his own teachings-and has 
brought all the power of his office and 
his personal influence to bear to pro- 
mote and perpetuate the British gold 
standard, which has driven silver out of 
our currency as primary money. 

Does our correspondent need 
further answer to his question?

The Georgia Melon in the Northwest. 

“There is a tragedy or a comedy in 
every Georgia watermelon!” 

This remark was recently made by 
one of the largest fruit dealers in Chi- 
cago. He meant that the shippers in 
Georgia never know whether their mel- 
ons would bring them a cagh return or a 
liability. Many car loads of melons this 
summer have not paid freight charges 
and were left on the hands of the rail- 
way companies to dispose of. Other 
kinds of fruit are cheap and Georgia is 
a long distance from the markets and 


any 


freight charges are high. ‘The commis- 
sion merchants have made very little. 
In one instance a merehant sent the 
shipper $10 for 8,000 melons, and re- 
ceived a letter of thanks, the corre- 
spondent saying that on another consign- 
ment equally as large he was out of 
pocket for the freight. The fruit grow- 
ers of southeastern Missouri are fur- 
nishing many of the melons, and one 
man in that district shipped last week 
thirty-three car loads to Chicago. The 
Missouri shippers get from a cent and 
a half to four cents a piece for their 
melons, after all expenses are paid, and 
the Georgians are lucky when they get 
a cent for ten melons. 

Cheaper freight rates do not offer much 
hope for the melon men of this section. 
What southern producers need is more 
and better _ home markets, and we cannot 
have them until immigration and diver- 
sified industry build up our cities and 
towns.

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Just Before the Convention. 


The Constitution has already pub- 
lished numerous letters and editorials 
from the pen of Hon. Hoke Smith, who, 
during the years 1890 and 1891, earnest- 
ly advocated the free coinage of both 
gold and silver through the columns of 
his Atlanta paper. At that time it was 
emphasized that he wrote all of the 
financial editorials appearing in his pa- 
per, and he seemed to be so well pleased 
with them that he wanted his author- 
ship generally known. Mr. Smith was 
not an infant at the time and if anybody’ 
had told him that he would have plead 
“the baby act” on any of his efforts dur- 
ing these two fruitful years he would 
have been justly indignant. 

But Mr. Smith was two years older in 
1892 than he was in 1890, when he wrote 
his famous free coinage letter, and so 
earnestly favored an expansion of the 
currency that he wanted the government 
to issue dollars redeemable in hickory 
nuts, buckeyes, wheat, cotton and other 
non-perishable products. | 

Mr. Cleveland was nominated for the 
presidential term which he is now fill- 
ing in 1892. The campaign for his nom- 
ination was inaugugated in 1891 and at 
the beginning of the following year it 
was in full blast. At that time Mr. 
Smith was earnestly advocating the 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland and: was 
doing his utmost to secure a Cleveland 
delegation from Georgia. Naturally Mr. 
Cleveland’s currency views stood in the 
way, but Mr. Smith disposed of that 
with a wave of his hand and announced 
in behalf of Mr. Cleveland that he was 
as much in favor of silver as anybody 
could desire, and to substantiate it Mr. 
Smith pointed to his own record—that 
of Mr. Smith as proprietor of The Jour- 
nal—as evidence of the fact that as a 
silver man he could speak for Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

On the 16th of February, 1892—we 
clip from the files of The Weekly Jour- 
nal, as reproduced from the daily—Mr. 
Hoke Smith wrote a dotible-leaded edi- 
torial declaring that the people of Geor- 
gia were for Cleveland, and he pub- 
lished a poll made by the correspondents 
of his paper, “who interviewed 1,239 
prominent’ democrats in all parts of the 
state as to their presidential preference.” 
And it was announced that of the num- 
ber “S49 wanted Grover Cleveland nom- 
inated,” and the editorial bouyantly fon- 
cluded that “Cleveland is the choice by 
more than 3 to 1 over any other candi- 
date.” ' 

Just after this editorial appeared an- 
other one on the currency—Mr. Smith 
sandwiched his support of Mr. Cleve- 
land by free coinage and currency ex- 
pansion promises. Remember this was 
as Iate as 1892—just a year before Mr. 
Smith was taken up on the mountain 
and received new inspiration. 

On the 16th of February of 1892. and 
just under the editorial above referred 
to. Mr. Smith wrote as follows on the 
currency, and in order that it eannot 
be said that we have garbled his views 
as then expressed, we reproduce his ed- 
itorial verbatim eft literatim, as follows: 

No Depreciated Currency. 

Advocetes of silver coinage make a great 
mistake when they accept the argument 
of their opponents that free or larger silver 
coinage would depreciate the currency, and 
retort that this would not be detrimental. 
This admission and retort were made by a 
Mr. Rhone, of Pennsylvania, in an argu- 
ment before the house committee on coin- 
age, on Monday. He is reported as saying: 
“There was no time when the farmer fared 
so well as in 1865, | 
preciated currency.

dance of silver at that time cause the de- 
preciation of any other currency, On the 
contrary, silver was at par with gold and 
commanded a large premium over green- 
backs—we think as much as 100 per cent. 
It was not until 1879 that the goverment’s 
greenbacks rose to par with silver. The 
depreciation of the paper currency then 
was due to the heavy bonded indebtedness 
of the government, and to its securing all 
the gold in the country and appropriating 
it to pay interest to the favored bondhold- 
ers. 

We do not know the condition of the 
farmers of Pennsylvania at that time. But 
if they were’ exceptionally prosperous it 
was due to conditions created by the war, 
affecting supply and demand, not to the 
value of the currency. So far as the south- 
ern states were concerned, it was a time 
the very remembrance of which causes a 
shudder. 

The credit of the government or the suf- 
ficiency of its revenues to meet its obliga- 
tions and expenses, is what affects the 
value of its currency.. Its pledge of recogn!- 
tion will maintain the par value ofits sil- 
ver coin as well as its paper issifes. if 
it could in 1879, with a bonded indebtedness 
greatly larger than the present, and with 
an interest account requiring twice as 
much gold as at present, bring up its 
gTreenbacks to par with gold and silver, -is 
it not reasonable to infer that it could 
now maintain (by its flat, if you will) a 
larger volume of silver coin at par? 

It is fallacious ‘to suppose that a depre- 
ciated currency is a benefit to pcor men, 
or to working men of any condition. It 
affords a “golden harvest” for the specu- 
lator and money shaver, and they would 
do all that they could to bring about a dée- 
preciation whenever the opportunity pre- 
sented. This is the class against whose 
operations the government would have to 
guard in increasing the currency of any 
kind. 

The supporters of a large silver coinage 
only injure their own cause by accepting 
the argument that it would facilitate a de- 
preciation of the currency, and that that 
would be a desirable condition for any de- 
serving interest or industry of the county. 
— Journal, February 16, 1892. 

We reproduce this for the purpose of 
commending it to our readers as an 
opinion as true today as it was when it 
wis written. Our people want “no de- 
preciated currency” now any more than 
they did then, and Mr. Smith has con- 
clusively demonstrated the fact that. the 
restoration of silver the standard 
money metal would produce a currency 
as good as the best.

There was a smile of serene satisfaction 
pon the countenance of Colonel William T. 
Meyers yesterday for he realized that it 
was the strongest stroke and the most ac- 
curate evidence brought out by. the defeuse 
gince the tragedy of Westwood park, He 
realived, that the popular belief con- 
cerning this brown Allen would be turned 
mrhen the full facts became known; that he 
ould at last answer the question ‘“‘Where 
is Lrown Allen and what became of him’’ 
Regarded Incredible. 

There were many things that went to 
thow before this that the story of Myers 
when captured and afterwards repeated 
hen he reached Atlanta was incredible. 
Myers first saw this man standing in a 
store on Marietta street. The man was 
mice looking- with a black mustache, He 
spcke to Myers, Myers was pleased with 
tis sddress The man proposed a car ride. 
hey took the Inman park car, At the 
park a pretty girl appeared whom the man 
who had given his name as Brown Allen 
ntrcduced to Myers. The girl was pleas- 
ant. Myers afterwards saw her near Ponce 
je Leon. He was in 2 compromising posi- 
ion at the time when Brown 
Allen appeared and announced in anger 
hat the girl was his sister, He shot at 
Myers twice. 

After that the man had a fascinating in- 
iuence over the boy.

“orrest Crowley down and drive to West- 
All this he did. Brown Allen 
at the park and waixci 
away with Crowley In a few moments 
Myers, who remained holding the horse, 
eard shots; then, excited and breathless, 
Brown Allen ran up, ordered the boy to 
‘drive like hell,’’ threw a pocket-book at 
s feet and said he could have that for 
his trouble, At the street car line Brown 
lien got out when Myers drove back to 
own. 

This was the character and record of the 
marvelous and mysterious man whom My- 
(rs said was responsible for the murder, 

Upon want of evidence to sustain the 
story, except the testimony of a street car 

conductor and motorman who corroborated 
he statement that a man got on their car 
he day and time of the murder at Westview 
emetery terminus, this theory of the case 
received popular discredit. 

Brown Allen has become a national char- 
‘ter. His name has become ithe accepted 
ynonym for a myth. 

But the recent discoveries of Attorney 
oyers seems to shatter this accepted ver- 
ion.

A Conductor's Evidence. 

Tuo important aifidavits have been se- 
ured by Mr, Moyers They tell the taie

Conductor H. B. Troutman, of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, and the porter 
of the sleeping car on his train, bring 
forth the new testimony. 

Jobn R, Ellis, an Atlanta travcling man, 
Practically corroborates the conductor's 
bury.

That the conductor was not silent in re- 
gard to the occurrence is shown by a pa- 
per sworn to by Mr. J. R. Ellis, of this 
city. 

Mr. Ellis is well known among the trav- 
eling fraternity. 

This affidavit avers: 

“Fulton County.—Personally came J. KR. 
Ellis, a traveling salesman for Welilhouse 
& Son, who resides at 343 Capitol avenue, 
who says on oath:That one or two days 
after the killing of Forrest Crowley in 
the fall of 1894,.I was on the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida train below Macon en 
route to Atlanta from Florida. I was read- 
ing and discussing about the killing of 
Crowley when the conductor, who is well 
known to me, came and sat down bes.de nic 
and:entered into conversation with me on 
the subject. He said that the night before, 
the man Brown Allen had boarded nis train 
‘at Atlanta Junction, rear Macon, and gone 
down with him on his down trip; that he 
yhad a ticket from Atlata to Palaika, 
but did not go to Palatka, having 
gotten off at Lake City. He said that the 
man gave his name as Brown Allen to him 
and the train porter, and also said that he 
was excited and of a peculiar or nervous 
manner .and told them that he was in 
trouble. He described the man as rather a 
young man, of dark complexion, with a 
black moustache. 

“Deponent says that he never told the 
defendant or his counsel of this until this 
day, and that he is moved to do so solely 
from a sense of justice in the matter. He 
has intended to notify defendant's counsel 
of it but has forgot it heretofore whenever 
he has been in the city. 

“Deponent further says that he cannot 
now recall the name of the condyctor, al- 
though he knows him well. He is a man 
of middle age,-rather small and was for- 
merly in the employ of the Central rail- 
road.

The sleeping car porter saw 
len too. 

He told the porter he was in trouble. 
He offered to pay the porter if he would 
conceal him at certain points on the line. 

He was restless and nervous. The porter 
hid him away in a linen chest. Brown Al- 
len got off at Lake City, although he had 
bought a ticket to Palatka. 

All this the porter tells in the following 
interesting uffidcavit: 

“Bibb County.—Personally appeared be- 
fore me, Robert B. Flournoy, who on oath 
says he is and has been for sometime en- 
gaged as 2 porter on the sleeping car be- 
tween Macon, Ga., and Palatka, Fla., on 
the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad; 
that between the 19th and 22d of Septem- 
ber, 1894, while acting in that capacity, a 
man hoarded the train on which ie was 
engaged, at Central railroad junction, 
about one mile from the union depot, Ma- 
con, Ga.; that he appeared very nervous 
and frightened, stating to deponent that he 
was in trouble and asking him if he could 
tell him what telegraph stations were open 
during the night on the Georgia Southern 
and wnere the junction points were 
on said road; and asked deponent if he 
could not conceal him while passing 
through such telegraph stations and junc- 
tion points, offering him $ to get him 
through in safety. His manner appeared 
SO suspicious to deponent that he asked 
him his name, and the man gave his name 
as irown Allen, stating trat he was in 
trouble, and if any one boarced the train 
for the purpose of arresting him, he wanted 
deponent to dery having seen him, or else 
to tell them that he had left the train. 
Deponent was finally persuaded to allow 
the man to conceal himself in a linen 
closet on the sleeper where he remained 
Vvhile passirg Valdosta, Ga., and several 
other points between there and Lake City, 
Fla. He gave deponent forty-five (45) cents 
in money and a small diamond scarf pin 
for aiding him. 

“Upon arriving at Lake City, Fla., the 
man above referred to was on the train, 
but just after leaving Lake City deponent ° 
noticed that he was not there and saw 
nothing more of him. 

‘“Deponent says further that at Lake City | 
his train connected with a passenger train 


on the Florida Central and Peninsular rail- 


road, and the man must have left his train 
at that point and boarded the one on the 
said Florida Central and Peninsular rail- 
road. 

“The said Brown Allen while on depo- 
nent’s train offered to swap coats with de- 
ponent, but deponent refused, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he insisted upon swapping, 
and his whole manner was so excited and 
restless that it aroused considerable sus- 
picion in deponent’s mind at that time. 

‘“Deponent has never communicated this 
information either to defendant’s counsel 
or to any one else who would have been 
likely to divulge the same to them or to 
defendant until the present time, never 
having thought of this incident in connec- 
tion with the murder of Forrest Crowley, 
and deponent further says that he is neith- 
er related to defendant or any of his coun- 
sel, or to any one interested in the 
above stated case, and has no interest.in 
the outcome, and that he makes this afti- 
davit simply because it is his desire to aid 
in bringing all facts which may bear upon 
the case to light and for the purpose of 
aiding in doing justice to all parties.

Judge Will Haight, Whe Was For- 
merly a Resident of This City. 
Judge Will Haight, who was formerly 
a resident of this city, is iying at the 
point of death at his home in Los Angeles, 

Cal, 

In order to benefit his hea:th, Judee 
Haight left Atlanta for the far west about 
three years ago. He first thought of going 
to Arizona, but after making a tour of the 
western country he decided to locate at 
Los Angeles, Cal. Accordingly he came 
back to Atlanta and made all his prepara- 
tions for the long journey across the con- 
tinent. 

He sold his Georgia reports, resigned the 
lucrative position which he held as United 
States commiissioner for this district, and 
moved with his wife and children to his 
California home. No man ever left be- 
hind him a greater number of frends 
than Judge Haight. Though, tn politics, a 
republican, he possessed a genial and social 
disposition that won him friends in every 
circle and made h‘s popularity independent 
of political affiliations. He was identified 
with many public enterprises in this city, 
being a member of the board of d‘rectors 
of the Young Men’s Library Assoc-ation 
prior to his removal to Los Angeles. 

For several months the change of climate 
seemed to bring him the desired boon and 
his health steadily improved. His letters 
to friends in Atlanta gave glowing de- 
scriptions of the country, the people and 
the prospects that lay before h-m in the 
great west. He gained prestige and popu- 
larity, and soon had the pleasure of de- 
riving a splendid income from his pro- 
fession. The members of his family en- 
joyed the best of health and each day ap- 
proved the selection of the judge in chang- 
ing his place of residence to that sect.on. 
In his first letter, written to Mr. QO. C. 
Fuller, he gave a detailed account of his 
trip and the circumstances of his arrival. 
One of the first objects he'‘ran across in 
Los Angeles was a Georgia negro whom 
he had formerlyeknown in this city. 

Judge Haight was fond of letter writing, 
due no doubt in a measure to the biending 
of his social and literary gifts. His let- 
ters to Mr. Fuller were confidential and 
frequent, and many interest:ng incidents 
connected with his datiy Lfe were recorded 
in these friendly epistles. Several months 
ago, however, this correspondence was in- 
terrupted by the declining heaith of Judge 
Haight. He was not equal to the task 
of writing letters, and was obliged to give 
up this pleasure. A few days ago Mr. 
Fuller received a letter stating that his 
old friend was in a critical condition, and 
that grave fears were entertained by his 
physician and the members of h:s family. 
This wiil be painful news to the many 
friends of Judge Haight in Atlanta, who, 
in spite of this discouraging report, will 
continue to hope and pray for this speedy 
and complete restoration to health.

INTHE MARIETTA JAIL 


Joe Eaton, the Murderer of Malachi Pitts, 
Carried {0 Cobb County. 


WILL BE TRIED NEXT NOVEMBER 


Little Excitement but Much Interest Caus- 
ed in Cobb County by Haton’s Arrest 
and Return There. 


Joe Eaton, the self-confessed murderer 
of Malachi Pitts, of Cobb county, who was 
arrested in Harralson county Tuesday af- 
ternoon and brought to Atlanta that night, 
was carried to Marietta yesterday morn- 
ing and placed in jail in that oity. He 
was delivered to Sheriff Davenport, of Cobb 
county, at the depot in Marietta by his 
captors, Constable Hembree, of Carroll 
county, and Mr. S. L. Hamilton, of Har- 
ralson county. 

The news of the arrest of Eaton was 
read with interest throughout Cobb county 
yesterday. Few people believed that the 
murderer would ever be captured, and it 
was quite a surprise to them to know that 
the murderer was under arrest and then 
in jail at the county seat, ‘Marietta. The 
Constitutfon carried thie first mews of 
Daton’s capture to Cobb county. 

Sheriff Davenport had been advised by 
telegraph of the arrest of the man, and 
he and several deputies were at the depot 
to receive the prisoner. The sheriff had 
informed only a few intimate friends of 
the capture, and the murderer was usher- 
ed from the depot to the jail almost be- 
fore the news began to spread. There was 
the usual crowd of people at the depot, 
however, and when a few of them saw 
the officers take charge of Eaton they be- 
gan an investigation as to who he was, 
and part of the crowd gathered near the 
sheriff and his prisoner to inquire who the 
man under arrest was. 

When it became known that Eaton was 
under arrest and protected by the bars of 
the Cobb county jail the people of Marietta 
began to wend their way toward the prison 
with the hope of getting a glimpse of the 
man they had heard so much of, and who 
they were so anxious to have captured. 
Many called at the jail to see the pris- 
oner and talk’ with him about the crime 
he confesses, but only a few of his inti- 
mate friends were allowed that privilege. 
Eaton said ‘to those who calied on him 
that the was giad to get back in- Cobo 
county, and to all he strongly contended 
that he killed Malachi Pitts in self-defense. 

To those with whom he talked of the 
crime he retold the story of his quarrel 
w.th Pitts that lead up to the killing just 
as he told :t to a Ccnstitution reporter in 
the station house Tuesday night. He claim- 
ed that Pitts was making at him with a 
rock, and that he struck the old man over 
the head with his gun in self-defense. 

Little excitement was creited in 
county over the capture of Baton. 

White in Atlanta Baton said that it was 
strange that he ‘had not been captured 


Cobb 


before, stating that he made no effort to 
hide out. He said that he met the sheriff 
and his posse in ths woods on the day 
after the killing, and that he kept in the 
big road all the time while going through 
Cobb, Douglass and Harralson counties. He 
said that he went through Douglassville in 
broad open daylight, and that he worked 
at different farms in the counties named. 
When arrested Eaton made no resistance 
and confessed that his name was Eaton 
when accused by Officer Hembree, whw ar- 
rested him. 

While in the station house Baton said 
that he had been going under the name 
of Joe Walker, while his name was Joe 
Walker Eaton. He said that never before 
in his life had he given his name wrong, 
and he regretted it. He said that he in- 
tended to return to Cobb county after a 


while, and the arresting officers stated that - 


when they arrested him Baton said that 
he would return home willingly, as he was 
tired of the life he was leading. 

During the day yesterday Eaton gent for 
Messrs. Clay and Blair and conferred with 
them about his case, and it is said retained 
the firm to defend him in the trial. Clay 
& Blair is one of the most prominent and 
able law firms in north Georgia, and there 
were many in Marietta yesterday who be- 
lieved that if Eaton retained the firm that 
he would have some chance of being ac- 
quitted, or at least saved from the gal-ows. 
Hon. Steve Clay, a member of the firm, 
is one of the most brilliant and successful 
criminal lawyers in the state, and if his 
firm defends Eaton it will be a big point in 
the murderer’s favor. 

Eaton will be arraigned for trial at the 
next term of the Cobb county criminal 
ig which meets in (Marietta in Novem- 
ber. 

‘Constable Hembree and Mr. Hamilton, 
who captured Baton, returned to Harralson 
county via Atlanta yesterday. They will 
at once put in a claim for the $100 reward 
recently offered by Governor Atkinson for 
the capture of Eaton.

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Nearly All the Bulidings at the Exposi- 
tion Grounds Completed. 


WILL BE READY BEFORE SEPTEMBER 18 


Review of the Work as Jt Is Going on at 
the Grounds—The Lake Will Be 
Ready in Good Time. 


The exposition is practically ready. for 
the opening, so far as the grounds and 
the exposition buildings proper are. con- 
cerned. There is about three weeks’ work 
to be done on the administration building, 
and about the same amount on the audi- 
torium, and it will take about thirty days 
to fill the lakes, one of which is already 
half full. Other buildings to be erected 
by state governments and concessionaires 
a@re under way, and on some the contracts 
are only just let, but these are mostly 
small structures, which can be put up in 
@ hurry. 

The exposition company’s part of the 
work is really done. Contracts have been 
let for state buildings of New York, Penn- 
syivania and Massachusetts, and some lit- 
tle surprise is expressed that Illinois is so 
siow in getting to work on her building. 
The commigsioner has been here, however, 
and doubtless has plans in the hands of 
contractors. Work was begun today on 
the California building, and it will doubt- 
less be ready before the opening. The 
Alabama building is well advanced, and 
ig likely to be completed before the end of 
the month. The Georgia Manufacturers’ 
Association has its building up, and the 
sides and roof closed in. The inter:or will 
doubtless be finished in two weeks. The 
exhibits in this building will include only 
the products of Georgia factories, and 
Secretary T. H. Martin, of the associa- 
t-on, tells me that the canvass for exhibits 
disclosed a variety which was a revelation 
to those supposed to be well versed in the 
industrial progress of the state. This 
building and its contents will have a pecu- 
lar :nterest for the New Bngland Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association, which has 
about decided to come to Atlanta this 
fall. 

In all about fifteen states will be repre- 
sented here, and of these the following will 
have buildings: Georgia, Alabama, New 
York, ‘Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsy!]- 
Vania, Illino‘ts and California. Tne follow- 
ing will have exhibits in the exposition 
buildings, but Will not have buildings of 
their own: Florida, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, Louisiana, Arkansas, Maryland 
and possibly Colorado. Besides these col- 
lective exhibits there will be individual ex- 
hibits from almost every state in the union, 
I neglected to say above that the Georgia 
build:ng is about dcne. In this structure 
perhaps the most interesting exh»bit will 
be that of the Georgia institute of tech- 
nology. Dr. Hopkins, the president of that 
institution, has arranged to have a detail 
of the students from the machine shops 
work on various articies of wood, iron, steel 
and brass. The state educational depart- 
Meni will also have a very fine exhibit. 

Another exhibit which reaily takes the 
place of a state building is that of the 
Plant system of railways and steamships. 
Mr. H. B. Plant, the head of the great 
system, has taken a personal interest in 
the matter and has lavished a great deal 
of money upon the exhibit. The pyramid 
is done, and the installation of exhibits 
will begin ip a few days. 

The exhibit of the Southern railway will 
be very attractive. {t is housed in an oc. 
tagonal building, surmounted by a dome, 
decked with an exterior covering of al- 
luminate staff. The texture of the clay 
is such as to admit of a high class of 
Oraamentation. The pediments of the va- 
r.ous gables will be covered with bas re- 
lief, showing the progress of transportation 
facilities within the last three-quarters of 
a century. On one side is a representation 
of a stage coach, drawing up to an inn. 
On the other is a modern vestibuled tra‘n 
and high-speed locomotive. Inside the 
building will be a collection of architects’ 
drawings, showing all the princ:pal rail- 
way ea.fices in America. This is a co:lec- 
tion of great value, loaned by ‘Mr. Brad- 
ford L. Gilbert, supervising architect of 
the exposition. 

Other ra‘lroads will make exhibits in the 
exposition hu.lding. Among these are the 
Seaboard Air-Line, the Cotton Belt route, 
the Southern Pacific railway and the At- 
lantic Coast line. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville railway will have a fine exhibit from 
the ten counties composing western Fiorida. 

The United States government building 
ig about done, and the various departments 
are rushing in exhibits. Twenty-five car- 
loads have been received from Washington 
with'n the past week and twenty more are 
expected tomorrow. Commander Train, of 
the United States navy, is on the grounds 
preparing for the instailation of the naval} 
exhibit. This with the exhibit of the war 
department will take up the whole of the 
annex, which covers a space of 80x140 
feet. Dr. David T. Day, chief of the de- 
partment of mines, has about completed 
the collection of exhibits, and will begin 
installation within a few days. 

Professor E. W. Clarke, who represents 
the interior department on the government 
board, is here, and will remain here until 
October superintending the installation of 
material from his department. Mr. Parker 
and Mr. Ravenel, representing the forestry 
department and the fisheries commission, 
are also on the grounds preparing to in- 
Stall their exhib'ts. 

One of the busiest places is machinerry 
hall, where foundations are being put in 
for all sorts of machinery. Some very 
heavy machinery from electric companies 
and other exhibitors has arrived, and w'll 
be put in place as soon as the foundations 
are ready. Day and night work is in 
progress on the great well in the center of 
the machinery hall, and its connection with 
the lake. Through this source the b‘g 
‘Worthington pumps, with a capacity double 
that of the Atlanta waterworks, are to 
draw the water supply for the electric 
fourtain. Lut'ur Stierirger, designer of 
the electrical fountain at the world’s fair, 
has done the same work for this exposition, 
and ‘s here superintending the erection of 
the machinery. The operating chamber is 
done, and the pipes are to be put in short- 
ly. There will be n:neteen orifices, with 
geven to ten jets each, in this fountain,

CALIFORNIA’S SHOW. 


Mr. E. A. Gorman Tells What That 
State Will Do at Atlanta. 

Mr. J, A. Gorman, manager of the Cali- 
fernia state building, has just returned 
from California, wnere he and Mrs. 8. C. 
Dooley have canvassed the entire state 
in connection with California’s exhibit at 
the Atlanta exposition, and report most 
favorable results of their :-rip. 

Mr. Gorman, who represents the syndi- 
cate for which Mrs. Dooley has a conces- 
sion, has notified Mr. Frank Wiggins, su- 


perintendent of the Los Angeles chamber 
of commerce, to begin at once shipping 
material for the exhibit in this building. 
Some few day:;’ delay was caused by get- 
ting lumber from the mill, but the luinber 
is rere and will be on the ground today. 

“California proposes to maintain an ex- 
hivit equal if not better than the exhibit 
in Chicago,”’ said he, “and they are going 
to perpetuate during the exposition the 
citrus fruits of California; and the mere 
fact that the Los Angeles chamber of 
commerce has taken hold is in itself a guar- 
antee of an exhibit second to none at the 
exposition, as their long standing experience 
in exhibitions gives them the confidence 
of the extire state of California. They 
have now prepared a very fine exhibit and 
are working night and day with a large 
force to increase the exhibit double its 
present size. 

“To give you a little idea of the magni- 
tude of the Los Angeles chamber of com- 
merce, it is considered by all to be the 
largest and the most complete free ex- 
hibit of the natural resources of any coun- 
try that is maintained anywhere in the 
world. This exhibit will be brought to 
Atlanta with many additions, including 
the beautiful orange tower that attracted 
g@0 much attention at their citrus fair this 
year. 

“The city of Los Angeles and south 
Califcrnia are at present organizing a band 
to play in the California state building 
during the exposition. California, as 
usual, will not be outdone by any state in 
the union, and she has always had the 
reputation of doing everything by wholes 
and not by halves, and she in this case 
will attempt to outdo herself. Tourists 
from all over the world say that it is the 
grandest thing of the kind they have ever 
seen. 

“The building will be a typical California 
building, built on the old mission style, 
which is a facsimile of Santa Barba mis- 
sion.”’ 

Work on the building will be commenced 
right away and pushed to a finish as rapid- 
ly as the workmen can put it up.

his assistants, Mr, O'Leary and Mr. Barnes;

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the bull fight. From the very . 
Hosea victory is to be plucked by his e 
enemies. No three days of silence for 
them! 
Everywhere the question is being asked, 
“Why has Hosea remained silent for three 
days?” He never did it before, and now 
that the crisis in the great fight of his lif 
is on, this silence is inexplicable. 
Here is the sample of the tetters that are 
being sent abroad during Hosea's period of 
silence. This letter was sent to The New 


York Sun and published in that paper, in.

“To the Editor of The Sun, Sir—I was 
very much amused at the following state- 
ment made by Mr. Hosea Ballou:

ROOM FOR 100 SLEEPERS, 


The Southern Can Furnish Track 
Space for That Number. 

Alex Smith, chief of the public comfort 
bureau, has made another important stroke 
in the direction of procuring sleeping quar- 
ters for the accommodation of exposition 
visitors. 

It has already been told in The Constt- 
tution that the Pullman company had agreed 
to send to Atlanta as many sleeping cars 
as ‘can be accommodated on the railroad 
sidetracks around the city, the cars to be 
used during the exposition as sleeping 
quarters for exposition visitors. One dollar 
a night was the price named by the Pull- 
man company. 

‘Mr. Smith, upon the receipt of this infor- 
mation from the Pullman company, proceed- 
ed to negotiate with the various railroads 
with a view to securing’as much track 
space as possible. He has written to sever- 
al roads centering in Atlanta setting the 
facts before them and urging upon them 
the importance of caring for the visitors. 

He has heard from but one line—the 
Southern. He was yesterday informed by 
Chief Engineer Hudson, of the Southern, 
that the Southern could furnish space on its 
tracks for between seventy-five and one 
hundred cars. The cars will be sidetracked 
near the Georgia Pacific freight depot. at 
the simpson street crossing, This is a con- 
venient location, and if the other roads do 
as well as the Southern Mr. Smith will 
have little difficulty in furnishing sleeping 
accommodations for a great many people. 
The sleeping cars will be well adapted for 
use as sleeping apartments. The necessary 
sanitary arrangements will be made with 
the city and the cars will be kept as neatly 
as a hotel, For the sum of one dollar 
sleeping accommodations as good as any 
hotel can offer will be furnished. 

Mr. Smith expects to hear from the 
other roads today or tomorrow. Each line 
is expected to do its part in this important 
work. There is not a line coming into the 
city which could not accommodate a num- 
ber of cars. 


THE NEGROES GETTING READY. 


The Installation of Exhibits Will Be 
Commenced Next. Week. 

The negro building is now completed and 
ready for the installation of the exhibits. 
The exhibits that will be contaimed in this 
building will illustrate the progress of the 
race from the time they were hrougt from 
Africa up to the present day. Jt will be one 
of the most interesting departments of the 
show. The installation of the exhibits will 
begin next week. < 

I. Garland Penn, chief of the negro ‘de- 
partment, has just returned from a visit 
to Virginia and the Carolinas. He says 
that the best class of the colored people of 
these states are interested in the negro 
exhibit and will make interesting displays. 

Professor Jesse Lawson is in the city and 
speaks enthusiastically about the . negro 
exhibits. Lawson is the editor of The Col- 
ored American, a newspaper published in 
Washington, D. C. He has advertised the 
negro department extensively through his 
columns and is here for the purpose of 
Selecting space for the exhibit that will ke 
made by the negroes of Washington, He 
says. that the exhibit by the different col- 
ored institutions throughout the north will 
be most interesting. It-will consist of edu- 
cational and industrial work. The displays 
will be made by artists, sculptors, scholars, 
designers, mechanics and other vocations. 

Every southern state will be represented 
in the building, and a number of the north- 
ern states will make most interesting and 
surprising displays. W. H. Stewart, com- 
missioner from Kentucky, was in the city 2 
few days ago and asked for considerable 
space for the exhibit from his state, Several 
other commissfoners will be here this wee!: 
to select space and arrange for the inatall- 
ment of their exhibits. 

The mechanical exhibit will be something 
new’ to the southern people. There will: be 
inventions and patents made by the scholars 
in the northern colored universities that will 
excel anything seen in this building. Tel- 
ephone and telegraph instruments and gen- 
eral electrical supplies will be displayed, 
showing the progress of the negro in this 
line, The wood work exhibit will be mar- 
velous. The original ladies table that was 
made by Henry A. Jackson is said by all 
who have seen it to be a wonderful piece of 
mechanism. It will only occupy a small 
space, but can be turned into a bed, a table, 
a dressing case, a washstand, or a work- 
bench. 

The Carrie Steel orphans’ home will make 
a display of the work done by the school. 


A DAY FOR THE BLUE AND GRAY. 


September 2ist Will Probably Be Fix- 
ed for Their Meeting. 

Mr. Averill. of this city, has written to 
President Collier, of the exposition, inquir- 
ing about a blue and gray day at the exposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Averill, who is a federal veteran, 
suggests that September 2ist be made blue 
and gray cay, September 19th the dedica- 
tion of Chickamauga park will occur and 
thousands of union veterans will attend. 
They will come, thousands of them, to At- 
lanta to attend the exposition, and both 
sides of the late fight are anxious that a day 
during their stay here be set apart to be 
observed as a sort of friendly meeting day 
between the survivors of the two armies. 

Mr. Averill’s letter, on motion of Mr. 
Hemphil, was referred to the committee on 
ceremonial days, It is very probable that 
the suggestion will be carried out. 


PAINTINGS FROM PARIS. 


An Invoice of Several Cases of Paint- 

ings Has Been Received, 

The first invoice of foreign shipments has 
been received, and it was directed to Mr. 
Horace Bradley, of the art department. 

The invoice contained a statement that six 
cases of paintings had been shipped from 
Paris by A. Fourniret and A Guinchard. 
valued at 96,457 francs—about $18,000. 

The paintings have not as yet been receiv- 
ed, but are expected in a few days. They 
will come via New York and probably Sa- 
vannah and will be the first shipment of 
paintings that has been made. They will 
be placed in the fine arts building.

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Many Valuable Stolen Articles Recovered 
from a Negro Yesterday. 


EVIDENCE AGAINST HIM CONCLUSIVE 


A Large Amount of Stolen Property Re- 
covered and Turned Over Tw Its 
. Owners by Detectives. 


Evidence againat Will Hamilton, the ne- 
gro under arrest at police headquarters 
charged with several bold burglaries, ac- 
cumulated very rapidly yesterday and the 
detectives working the case against the 
negro say that he is one of the smoothest 
burglars captured recently, 

A large amount of stolen goods have 
been recovered from where the negro 
placed and pawned them and several other 
articles are yet to be located, among which 
is a fine watch belonging to Miss Dunning, 
a daughter of Mr. Vol Dunning. 

Yesterday morning Miss Dunning read in 
The Constitution of the arrest of the negro 
and the recovery of the valuables stolen 
from her several days ago and she called 
at police headquarters and identified and 
received the goods during the day. Among 
the valuables stolen from her was a fine 
watch and chain and a sterling silver 
mounted pocketbook. The pocketbook and 
chain were recovered and the detectives 
hope to recover the watch today. They be- 
lieve that they have it located. 

Detectives Conn and Bedford worked on 
the case of Hamilton all day yesterday and 
they have woven a web of guilt around him 
that will insure the negre a long term in 
the penitentiary. The officers believe that 
he has committed various burglaries in the 
city recently and to substantiate their be- 
lief they name the long list of stolen arti- 
cles that have been récovered from the 
negro. 

In ‘addition to the Dunning burglary the 
negro burglarized the residence of Mr. 
J. H. Thibadeau, on Crew street, and stole 
a lot of valuable goods, among which was 
a pair of fine pants and a vest belongirg 
to Mr. Louis Thibadeau. Yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Thibadeau called at police head- 
quarters and identified a vest that the ne- 
gro was wearing as one stolen from his 
house, and.the darky was made to pull 
it off and return it to its owner. Other 
articles belonging to Mr. Thibadeau were 
recovered and deiivered to that gentleman 
and he left the station house with a big 
bundle of stuff that he never expected to 
recover. 

Yesterday Detectives Conn and Bedford 
located and recovered a very fine collar 
and cuff case and a valise which the negro 
stole somewhere. The collar and cuff case 
is a very fine one and tie valise case is 
a good one. 

The negro takes his arrest indifferently 
and admits that he is in serious trouble. 
He says that he served a five-year term 
in the Alabama penitentiary and said yes- 
terday that he guessed he’d get a term 
three times longer than that in Georgia. 

When the balance of the stolen goods 
located by the officers have been recovered 
a warrant charging Hamilton with bur- 
glary will be sworn out and he will be 
lodged in jail. 

He Stole Shoes and Pants. 

Ed Clark is a negro with a fancy for 
tan shoes and pants that don’t belong to 
him. .His ambition in that direction got 
him into deep water trouble last night. 

Clark went around to the Markham house 
and made his way into the waiters and ser- 
vants’ cloakroom. He found himself alone 
in the room and. proceeded to select such 
articles as he thought would be a source 
of pleasure to him and then attempted 
to get away with them. He hid a fine pair 
of pants in the engine room and carried 
,off a pair of shoes of the color stated and 
hid them in an alley. He then went back 
to the engine room after the pants and was 
captured and arrested by Officer Martin 
and locked up. His actions about the 
hotel excited the suspicion of those at the 
place and Officer Martin was requested to 
lookout for him, with the result stated. 

Half an hour after Clark was locked up 
a negro woman went to the station house 
to see him and when they had held a con- 
fidential conversation she left, Detective 
Mehaffey in her wake. The detective sus- 
pected that the woman would be sent after 
some stolen article by Clark and his sus- 
picion proved to be correct. The woman 
entered,an alley in the vicinity of Decatur 
street, and when she emerged from a dark 
place she brought out the pair of stolen 
tan shoes. The detective took charge of 
the woman and the shoes. 

The capture of Clark and -the recovery 
of the stolen goods was one of the quick- 
est pieces of work done recently, the case 
being worked inside of two hours. The ne- 
groes will be examined today and it is 
likely that Clark will be remanded to jail. .

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A Committee of Veterans Will Visit the 
Battleflelds Today. 


EVERY IMPORTANT SITE TO BE MARKED : 


The Committee Will Meet This Morning 
at 8 O’Cleck in Ordinary .Cal 
houn’s Office. — 


No city in the south can boast of more 
historic battle grounds in its immediate 
neighborhood than Atlanta. 

Though not drenched in the blood of the 
revolution nor any of the early tragedies 
of the republic, these flelds are nevertheless 
rich in the memories of bloodshed and car- 
nage. ‘Perhaps the most deadly encounter 
of the war occurred on the outskirts of 
ae city in the famous battle of the 22d of 
July. 

As the result of this engagement Atlanta 
fell into the hands of General Sherman, 
and the federal army took possession of 
the confederate citadel. The battles around 
Atlanta culminated the fight between the 
sections, and, though never recorded in 
full justice to the southern soldier, they 
form one of the most thrilling pages of the 
war's history. 

Today, after a lapse of more than thirty 
years, a committee of old veterans will 
make a visit to the grounds for the pur- 
pose of locating historic spots and to make 
a diagram of the opposing armies. 

This committee will meet this morning 
at 8 o’clock in the office of Ordinary W. L. 
Calhoun at the county courthouse. Colonel 
L. P. Thomas, who commanded the famous 
Forty-second Georgia regiment during the 
battle of the 22d of July, is the chairman 
of this committee. 

A careful survey of the grounds will be 
made and all important spots will be mark- 
ed. For example, the headquarters of the 
staff officers, the relative positions of the 
two armies at the beginning of hostilities, 
the point of deadliest combat and the spots 
made sacred by the fatal wounds inflicted 
upon leading officers during the engage- 
ment. 

Each member of the committee is famil- 
far with the grounds, as they still retain 
their distinguishing characteristics. They 
will have no difficulty in locating the differ- 
ent points of interest, as the basis of their 
report to be submitted to the next meeting 
of the Fulton County Veterans’ Associa- 
tion. These points will be designated by a 
temporary stake, after which a more sub- 
stantial memorial will be substituted. 

At a recent’ meeting of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association it was decided to lo- 
cate and mark the battle grounds for the 
benefit of visitors to the exposition. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of people will visit 
the old battle flelds during their stay in 
the city. In addition to the crowds that 
will come to the exposition, a special ex- 
cursion will bring many members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic to Atlanta 
next month. 

An Old Veteran Talks. 

In speuiking of the proposition to mark the 
battle grounds in the neighborhood of At- 
lanta, an old veteran said yesterday after- 
noon: 

“When it was announced that the ex- 
confederate veterans would mark with ap- 
propriate tablets the many points of in- 
terest in and around Atlanta, relating to 
the late war, I was greatly interested. It 
is a good movement, and will enhance the 
interest old soldiers visiting here feel in 
all matters pertaining to the struggle of 
1861-5. I started out then to find some one 
who participated in the battles of Peachtree 
Creek and Atlanta. The first man I met, 
just when he was wanted, was Captain 
Robert L. Barry, late and for years past 
one of the old standbys at Moore & Marsh's. 
Captain Barry was with that firm before 
the war, in Chattanooga. At the break'ng 


‘out of the war he organized a company of 


artillerymen in the latter piace and en- 
listed with a full company, coming out at 
the close a live man, but, as he himself 
says, after many hairbreadth escapes. 

“Yes, sir, I Was at Peachtree creek and 
the battle of Atlanta, too. I well remem- 
ber now many inc'dents of that time 
which are interesting. As an instance, we 
were posted at a certain point with our 
battery and told to stay there. Well, we 
stayed and stayed—the infantry had crept 
off in the night, leaving us all alone in 
our glory. After a while our general rode 
up. He asked me what I was doing there. 
I told him what my orders had been. 
‘Why,’ sa’d he, ‘the whole army has left. 
You had better go, and that quickly, as 
you are certain to be captured if you re- 
main here.’ We left pretty soon, and just 
in time to escape disaster.”’

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The Announcement of. a Large Gold 
Engagement Caused Weakness. 


STOCKS AND WHEAT MOST AFFECTED 


$1,175,000 Will Go Out Today and Anot:- 
er Large Amount To Go Saturday: 
Speculative Articles Declined. 


New York, August 7.—Stocks were unset- 
tled during the greater part of the day, 
owing to the rather unexpected é¢ngage- 
ment of $1,000,000 gold by W. H.. Crossman 
& Broa., for Europe, by the steamsnip Au- 
gusta Victoria tomorrow this brings 
the total amount engaged and shipped by 
this firm during the past two weeks up to 
$3,000,000. It is stated that the firm will 
forward another large amount of gold 
On Saturday. In addition to the $1,000,000 
ordered from the subtreasury by the firm 
referred to, a bullion concern will ship 
$175,000 gold by the same vessel. The tre- 
actionists and sold-out bulls made the most 
of these shipments, but notwithstanding 
the efforts put forth they did not cislodge 
long stock in anything like imyortant 
amounts. London was a seller of St. Paul 
and Louisville and Nashville and commis- 
Sion firms also executed small orders for 
clients who desired to turn paper profits 
into cash. The result was a decline in 
prices of %@l% per cent, Sugar and Chi- 
cago Gas leading.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 7.—Liverpool opened 
after the holidays with spots in more de- 
mand; sales 12,000 bales; middling 3 25-32d; 
last year 3%d. Futures opened steady 
with sellers at 2-64d advance and closed 
quiet and steady at about 3-64d gain over 
the closing quotations—August and Septem- 
ber 3 47-64d buyers against 3 47-64d sellers 
last year.

Chicago, August 7.—Wheat prices were 
bolstered up during the latter part of to- 
day's session by reports of export sales 
at New York and other seaboard stations.

September corn open- 
ed at 40%c, declined to 39%c, closing at 
39%@40c--%@%c under yesterday. Cash 
corn was weak and \%@%c per bushel 
lower. 

The only demand for oats today came 
from shorts. The senfiment was rather 
in favor of the selling side, not only on 
the merits of the grain itself, but also 
through sympathy with the action and di- 
rection of the other markets.

Provisions—Product inclined to improve- 
ment today. Trade was not large, with 
no demand such as to attract unusual at- 
tention, but the fact that the professionats 
who have been the heaviest sellers lately 
were quietly absorbing everything offered 
while the few holders of provisions were 
not displaying any anxiety.

Many Alleged Ones. 


ASK THAT THE VERDICT BE SET ASIDE 


Juror Goldsmith Was Disqualified the Pe- 
tition Says, and It Is Charged That the 
Tests Applied to Carr W ere Illegal 


Alex Carr, recently adjudged sane, and 
under death sentence for the murder of 
Captain King, may have another oppor- 
tunity given him for his life. 

Yesterday a petition was filed by Carr's 
counsel, Messrs, Arnold & Arnold, directed 
to the judge of the superior court, asking 
that the verdict rendered in the last trial 
be set The counsel for the defend- 
ant claim that the verdict was contrary to 
the evidence, and not according to law, and 
that the conduct of the jurors was not as 
it should have been, 

The evidence both for the defendant and 
for the state is briefly enumerated in the 
petition and the testimony of the 
demned man’s family is reviewed at length. 
The father of Carr made quite a lengthy 
statement before the jury, in which he 
stated that his son had been insane since 
birth, and had never shown any intelli- 
gence whatever. He said that at one time 
Alex Carr imagined that his. fingers: should 
be all of equal length and he told his little 
sister to take the ax and cut them off. 
When the blade of the ax descended the 
man screamed out with pain and made her 
desist. Other stories of the strange con- 
duct of the defendant were related, 
of which were sanctioned by other 
nesses. 

One of the main reasons for setting 
the verdict that are stated by the defend- 
ant’s counsel is that the conduct of the 
jurors was illegal and not in keeping with 
the law. The petition that the de- 
fendant was taken into the jury room, and 
under protest of his counsel, was examined 
in various ways and subjected to treat- 
ment that should not have been allowed. 
Many errors are claimed to exist in the 
manner in which the case was tried, and 
for these and sundry other reasons the de- 
fendant’s counsel ask that a _ certiorari 
should be issued. 

The petition is a long one and fills sev- 
eral pages of typewritten matter. Ten 
reasons are given why the verdict should 
be set aside. It states that the sheriff and 
ordinary erred in the selection of the jury, 
and that the questions propounded to the 
jurors as to their prejudice or impartiality 
and the excuses and general conduct of the 
case was not in keeping with the law. Ref- 
erence is made to the fact that one of the 
jurors asked to be excused on the grounds 
that his business interests would suffer if 
he was compelled to sit on the jury, and 
that this excuse was overruled by the sher- 
iff and that the juryman, on account of 
the fact that his business would have to be 
closed on account of his absence,- hurried 
through with the case and did not perform 
his duty as a juryman because he was wor- 
ried and anxious about his business. 

The petition further states that. the ver- 
dict was erroneous on account of the fol- 
lowing improper conduct: 

“The foreman, Dr, K. C, Divine, at the 
suggestion of the jurors, rose and stated 
that it was the wish of the jurors not to 
have any argument at all and that argu- 
ment should be dispensed with. This con- 
duct, petitioner says, was error, and was 
improper on the part of said member of 
the jury, and ought to set the whole pro- 
ceedings aside. Said proceedings were er- 
roneous because the ordinary charged the 
jury as follows: ‘The law confers upon 
you, and you alone, the right and power to 
inquire into the insanity of Alex Carr; that 
is, to make personal examination, weigh 
the evidence of witnesses and determine 
the issue of whether he is sane or not.’ ”’ 

Defewdant’s counsel claim tnat this 
charge is in error because the jury is asked 
to make a personal examination, and that 
the defendant was carried into the privacy 
of the jury room and placed in peculiar po- 
sitions and subjected to various tests that 
should not have been allowed. It is claimed 
that the jury had no right to take the de- 
fendant from the presence of the court, 
and did wrong in closing the doors. An- 
other objection is made because the ordi- 
nary, over the objection of the defendant’s 
counsel, allowed the state to prove by the 
witness Petty, all the details of the-killing 
and the manner in which King lost his life. 
It is claimed that the statement made by 
the witness Petty influenced the jury and 
should not have been allowed. 

Section 9 of the petition reads: ‘“Be- 
cause of the following improper conduct 
on the jury’s part: Directly after the jury 
entered the jury room they asked to have 
the prisoner brought in, which the judge 
allowed, and the door was closed after him. 
Inside the jury room the following improp- 
er conduct occurred: The jurors put the 
prisoner in a chair, tipped back at an angle 
of 45 degrees and let him fall. One of the 
jurors, Jerry W. Goldsmith, called eut to 
the others to catch him. Petitioner felt the 
chair falling and grabbed at the arms, and 
the juror Goldsmith then called out, ‘Hold 
on, Alex!’ At this point petitioner’s grip 
relaxed. Upon this test the juror Gold- 
smith, in an interview, stated that the 
jury largely based its opinion on this. The 
petitioner’s back appeared to be much bent 
over, and one of the physicians had testi- 
fied that it would be difficult to straighten 
his back, Accordingly the jury had, in the 
jury room, placed Carr on his face and 
Straightened him out by manual force. The 
juror Goldsmith then made a point of 
catching his eye while on the floor, and has 
since stated in an interview that petitioner 
rolled his eyes around like a sane man. It 
is shown that these tests in the jury room 
were away from petitioner’s counsel and 
they had no opportunity to answer them.” 

The petitidn sets forth that the back of 
Carr was badly bruised, and upon examina- 
tion by a physician showed that he had 
been roughly handled. As grounds for the 
disqualification of Mr. Goldsmith the inter- 
view given by that gentleman is attacned 
and made a part of the petition.

“Fra Diavolo’’ 
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HBV. H. B. ‘PARKS DRAD. 


One of the Oldest ‘Landmarks of the 
City Passes Away. 

Rev. H. H. Parks, one of the oldest land- 

marks of the Methodist church in Georgia, 


died at his home in this city at ll o'clock 


last night. 

For nmyore than fifty years this devout 
man of God has been looked upon as_a 
prince in Israel, Fearless in the discharge 


_Of his duty, he never failed to condemn 


the sinful ways of the world and to exhort 
his hearers to lead better and purer lives. 
Though bold in his bitter denunciation of 
evil, he was gentle and forbearing in his 
dealings with men who strayed away from 
the right path and sought to bring them 
back; not by harsh measures, ,but by 
preaching to them the gospel of love. 

In the death of this pure and upright 


man the pulpit has lost one of its most elo 


quent tongues and the cause of religion 
one of its gentlest and most consecrated 
Spirits. 

At the time of his death Dr, Parks was 
the pastor of the Edgewood Methodist 
church. He.was greatly beloved by his lit- 
ile congregation and the church is sorely 
bereaved in his sad death. 

Only a few months ago Dr. Parks cele; 
brated the fiftieth anniversary of his wed- 
ding. The occasion was one of joy and 
congratulation and many substantial to- 
kens of love were received by the happy 
pair. Many fond wishes were expressed 
for the mutual welfare of the aged couple, 
and no one dreamed that in a few months 
the golden chain would be rent asunder. 

The Dr. Parks’s death Wwas 
bowel complaint. He had been a sufferer 
or quite a while and fully’ realized the 
nature of his trouble, Hé faced the situa- 
tion with a calm and patient fortitude and 
died with the peace of heaven upon his 
mind and spirit. He was surrounded by 
the members of his loving household, and 
death came upon him as softly as a dream. 

Dr. Parks leaves a wife and several chil- 
dren. Mr. John Parks, of The Atlanta 
Journal, is one of his sons. He was gev- 
enty-two years old at the time of his death 
and had been in the ministry for more 
than fifty years, 

Dr, Parks was at one time the pastor of 
the First Methodist church.

The Georgia Negroes Corralled at 
Eagle Pass, Texas. 


SMALLPOX IS RAGING AMONG THEM 


“Peg” Williams Returns and Tells of Their 
Deplorable Condition—Forty Have 
Already Dtfed. 


Nearly six hundred Georgia negroes are 
quarantined at Eagle Pass, Tex. 
“Peg”’ 


- 


Ww illiams has just returned from-~- 
he 
went to rescue and bring back to their 
homes in this state the unfortunate ne- 
groes that he carried to Mexico last year. 

He found the negroes in a rather ce- 
plorable conditicn. Nearly all of them were 


under strict quarantine regulations. to pre- } 


vent the spread, of smallpox, which was 
scattered among: the colored-colonists, and 
sine of them were down with’ the fell 
disease. ‘ 

Williams was, of course, prévented from 
carrying out his purpose concerning the 
negroes. He could see but few of them 
and thé 
be freed on account of the health regula- 
tions concerning them. 

He spent abeut three days in the city 


“and found that, barring the raging disease 


abiwng the negroes, their condition was not 
SO bad as has been reported. 

“About forty of the negroes have died,” 
said Mr. Williams yesterday. ‘“‘The total 
number of negroes in the colony which I 
started there was 615. Nearly all of them 
are at Eagle Fass now. Those who still re- 
main in Mexico are coming over every day. 
They come over about fifteon strong every 
day-and join the quarantined crowd at 
Kagle Pass. They come from Torrion, 
Mexico. 

“The negroes: had a rather unpleasant 
time of it in Mexico. They. didn’t under- 
stand the Mexicans. They were not suited 
to the climate of Mex.co. They could not 
get the sort of food they had been used to. 
The water was vile. 

“The worst part of it all was the way 
the negroes were done out of their crops 
this year. They got nothing out of their 
work. They were restless and wanted <u 
come back to the United States. They 
were the happiest lot of negroes you ever 
saw. when they caught sight of the Rio. 
Grande river, and when they 
cur soil once more they were overjoyed. 

“They are not so anxious to come back to 
Georgia. Many ef them are gatisfied io re- 
main in Texas. They can get work there 
easily just as soon as they are set free from 
quarantine. Then they will be in just as 
gcod condition as they were before they 
left Georgia. 

“The disease that is raging among them 
is not very deadly. The percentage of. 
deaths amoung them is not nearly so great 
as it usually is during periods of smallpox; 
Most of them recover. The disease will 
run its course in a few weeks, the negroes 
will be set free, they will get work in 
rexas and be all right.”

tions are that the colonizing of negroes in 
President Diaz's ecountry has ended for 
many years to come, About forty of the- 
negroes now in quarantine at Eagle Pass 
are from Griftin, Ga.

DR. SALMON 


No Danger of an Epidemic of Texte! 
Fever Among Cattle. ' mi 

Washington, August 7.—Dr. Salmon, chief 4 
of the bureau of animal industry, wher 
asked in regard to a reported outbreak of 
Texas fever in Warren county, Tennessee,” 
stated that the department had no ad- 
vices of the existence of the. disease at 
that place. He added that the county 
named is not very far north of the bounda- 
ry line of the Texas fever district, and 
there is more or less’movement of ¢attle’ 
for short distances across the. line .which 
leads to local infections of very limited 
extent and of no consequence to the coun- 
try at large. The cattle in Texas féver 
districts are covered with a species of tick, 
which they distribute When they are moved 
outside of the district, and this tick pro- 
duces the disease in animals’ which are 
accustomed. to. its attacks. The disease, 
however, does not spread from one sus- 
ceptible animal to another and is conse- 
quently self-limited. 

Inspectors guard the principal railroads 
and the large stock yards, so that it is 
impossible for any of fhese cattle to be 
shipped abroad, or to case disease in this 
country, except in isolated cases, mear the 
boundary line of the infected — district, 
similar.to that’ which is now reported from - 
Tennessee.

of the deceased’ official and in putting the 
office under charge of the prcper people 
pending the appointment of.a successor.

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Ladies Working in Mrs. Nobles’s Bebalf 
Want a New Trial, 


WILL EMPLOY A GOOD ATTORNEY 


They Are Now Raising Funds for That 
Purpose—Appeul to the Governor 
the Last Resort. 


The people of Georgia are watching with 
interest the work of the ladies in behalf 
of Mrs, Nobles, the condemned murderess. 

The ladies have altered their course to a 
certain extent and instead of presenting 
the petition that is being signed all over 
the state they propose to try for a new 
trial and have the sentence reversed by the 
courts. 

Failing in this they will present the pe- 
tition as a last resort. 

“One reason we decided to try to get her 
a new trial,” said one of Atianta’s most 
prominent ladies, who is actively interest- 
ed in the fate of the eondemned woman, 
“is because the people of Twiggs county 
are so bitter against Mrs. Nobles that we 
fear it wid have weight. One thing is cer- 
tain, we are not going to stop work be- 
cause the people of one county want this 
poor woman hanged, and if the sentence 
is not reversed by the courts we will pre- 
sent one of the strongest petitions to the 
governor that has ever been got up.’’ 

The ladies who are interested in the case 
throughout the state have begun work>get- 
tog up money with which to pay the at- 
torneys who will be engaged in behalf of 
the defendant. Subscriptions of $1 are be- 
ing asked for. 

A letter from Macon about the case says 
that %100 can be raised there to secure 
proper counsel. The ladies of Macon are 
as much interested as those in Atlanta in 
the case and several prominent ladies of 
that city have visited Mrs. Nobles at the 
jail. 

The very best criminal counsel in the state 
is to be secured to defend Mrs. Nobies, and 
the ladies who are securing the counsel will 
decide in a few days whom they will se- 
lect. 

An “extraordinary motion” for a new 
trial will be made, One ground for a new 
trial is that the defendant is a pauper and 
that she was abandoned by her counsel, 
thereby being denied the constitutional 
grounds of proper defense. 

The lawyer will argue in the new trial, 
if such is granted, that Mrs. Nobles has 
a touch of insanity through heredity, Her 
mother died a raving maniac in the asylum 
and several in her family have shown 
symptoms of insanity, and naturally she 
would inherit this disease. 

Mrs. Nobles is held in the Macon jail and 
was for a time in a raving condition and 
was kept in the straight jacket for several 
days. Her condition now is much better— 
that is, she is not raving, but she sits mood- 
ily in her cell and seems unconscious of 
her crime or fate. 

The motion for a new trial will be heard 
in Twiggs county, and if that court refuses 
to grant a new one it will be carried to 
the supreme court. The attorneys will pe- 
titcon for a new trial either Saturday or 
Monday, and it will, of course, delay the 
execution for several weeks at the shortest. 

The case is causing widespread interest. 
The Macon Evening News in an editorial a 
few days ago criticises the counsel ap- 
pointed by the judge to represent Mrs. No- 
bles. It censures the counsel for not ask- 
ing for a new trial and for abandoning the 
defendant because she was a;pauper. 

Three hundred dollars will be raised by 
the ladies to conduct the new trial. The 
petition, in the meantime, will be kept in 
circulation, and if the supreme court re- 
fuses to reverse the decision of the lower 
court then the governor will be appealed to.

THE VOTE WAS A TIE. 


The Little Town of Hapeville Is as 
Yet Without a Mayor. 

The mayor's chair in Hapeville, the de- 
lightful little suburb ten miles out on the 
Central railroad, is vacant, and though 
an election has been held, in which two 
of the most prominent young men of the 
town were cancidates, ex-Mayor Blood- 
worth’s successor has not been appointed. 

Several days azo Mayor F. D. Blood- 
worth resigned bis official position and mov- 
ed his residence to Savannah, where he 
will in future ne identified with the cot- 
ton business of that place. When his resig- 
nation was accepted by the council that 
body issued a call for an election in order 
that his successor might be duly elected 
and assume the reins of government that 
had been released by Mayor Bloodworth. 
As soon as the call for the meeting was 
made, Mr. W. C. Lowe, a prominent busi- 
ness man of Hapeville, announced that he 
wculd be a candidate for election to the 
pesition just made vacant by the resigna- 
ticn of Mr. Bloodworth. 

A day cr two before the election was to 
cccur Mr. 8S. H. Hape, Jr., the son of 
Dr. Samuel Hape, was announced by his 
friends and the race between the two gen- 
tlemen waxed warns. The election was the 
subject upon which all the residents of 
the vitlage were interested in, and it was 
the talk of the town. Hapeville has about 
fifty quelified voters, but out of this num- 
ber only thirty-three were registered. And 
when the election was held last Tuesday 
only twenty-six votes were polled—resulting 
in a tie. Bot candidates received just 
thirteen votes each, and as both cannot 
occupy the chair at once, the election has 
been called off and a new election will be 
called by the council. This wculd have been 
done Inst night, but a quorum was not 
present and the council adjourned until 
next Tuesday night. 

Until another election is held the mayor’s 
chair will he vacant and the evil doers 
of Hapeville wiil be tried by a member 
from the general council.
